INTRODUCTION. 




HIS volume contains the proceedings of the Manchester 
Courts Leet and Courts Baron (which were held 
together) from the 19th October, 1647, to the 8th April, 
1662, a period of fourteen and a half years. In the 
last volume the proceedings terminated with those of the Court held 
Sth May, 1641, and, as is explained in the Introduction to that 
book, no Courts were held from that date to the date of the 
commencement of this volume. The disturbed state of the town 
during the Civil War was, no doubt, the cause of this unfortunate 
break in the continuity of the series. 

The proceedings of the Courts, here printed, differ in some 
respects from those given in the previous volumes. They are more 
voluminous, and full lists are given of the names of those who were 
fined for breaking " the Assize of Bread," as it was called, that is, 
selling bread contrary to the statutes regulating it, or making "spice 
bread," or putting butter into cakes, &c. The names of those, who 
were fined for selling Ale and Beer contrary to the statutes, are also 
given in full, together with the names of those, fined for the many 
minor offences, of which the Courts took cognizance. It is also 
noteworthy that from the 7th October, 1651, to the 9th October, 
1660, the headings of the Courts are in English instead of in Latin, 
in accordance with an Act of Parliament passed on the 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1650. (See p. 56 note.) After the Restoration the old custom 
was resumed, and the headings are again in Latin. (See p. 268.) 

In the period embraced by this volume five important events in 
the annals of Manchester occurred. These were the foundation of 
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**the English Library" in one of the Chapels in the Collegiate 
Church in 1653, the first library established in the town (see pp. 91- 
99) ; the election of a Member of Parliament for " the town and 
parish of Manchester" in 1654 and 1656 (see pp. 117, 159); the 
rejoicings in the town at the Coronation of King Charles II. in 1661 
(see p. 281) ; and the taking of the Oath of Allegiance in the same 
year (see pp. 305-11), Of these five events the first and the last 
are the only two which are referred to in these Records, but I have 
thought it right to print the returns for the two elections above- 
named, from the original documents in the possession of the Cor- 
poration, and I have also reprinted the graphic description of the 
Coronation festivities in Manchester in 1661, from a very scarce 
pamphlet, written by Mr. William Heawood, the Steward of the 
Court Leet The names of those who took the Oath of Allegiance 
is the first list of the inhabitants of the town, which has occurred in 
these Records. 

There are many references in these proceedings to the original 
charter of the town granted by Thomas Grelley in 1301, and, by 
the direction of the Court, a translation of it was made by the 
Steward in 1657 and was entered in the Court Book, and so is here 
printed. (See pp. 214-17.) The Salford Portmote Court is also 
frequently referred to, as it was alleged that the Constables of 
Manchester owed suit and service at that Court (See pp. 126, 
147, 172, 206.) This was resisted on the part of the Manchester 
Court Leet, and heavy fines were inflicted on the Constables of 
Manchester, payment of which was refused. One result of this litiga- 
tion was that the Court Leet insisted on the attendance of the 
Constables of the various townships and other places, which owed 
suit and service to it, and inflicted fines of twenty shillings each on ' 
those townships, which did not send their oflicers to be present at the 
Michaelmas meetings of the Court The following places owed suit 
and service : — Over Ardwick, Nether Ardwick, Ashton-under-Lyne, 
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Aspull, Blackley, Bradford, Crumpsall, Dalton and Parbold, Droyls- 
den, Failsworth, Flixton, Gorton, Harwood, Heaton and Halliwell, 
Heaton Norris, Horwich, Hulton, Moston, Openshaw, Pilkington, 
Prestwich, Rumworth and Lostock, Stretford, Turton, Westhough- 
ton, Withington, Worthington and Coppull, and Wrightington, 
which shows the great extent of the manor of Manchester, and that 
it was considerably larger than the parish. 

There are not many references in these Records to the Civil 
War beyond those on p. 64 to the erection of **a Jebitt [a gibbet 
or pillory] in the market place for corne for the punishment of the 
Souldiery and now [165 i]of no vse*' and to "the buildinge adioyneinge 
to the Conduit w** was set vp in the tyme of warr by some of the 
Deputie Lewetenn*" for this County to bee a Magazine howse for the 
better Conveniancie of the garrison of the towne of Manchester, and 
now [165 1 ] the said Garrison beinge Dismantled and the said howse 
of noe further vse for its intended purpose." There is also a refer- 
ence, in 1656, to the sum of i^200 "which in tyme of the late warrs 
was giuen vnto the Towne by diuers of the well afected of our frends 
and Inhabitants, w'^in and near the Cytie of London" (see p. 157) 
of which I have not at present been able to ascertain any further 
particulars. 

The Poor's Money belonging to the town, which was mentioned 
in the previous volume, had increased by the year 1655 to the large 
sum of £S75 (see p. 145), which would now represent the value of 
about ;£" 1,700. The subject of "strangers" settling in the town, which 
has been already referred to (see Introduction to volume iij., p. vij.), 
continued to excite much attention, and is frequently mentioned, 
and lists of those who gave Bonds to the various Boroughreeves, to 
save the town harmless from persons coming to live in the town, are 
duly set out (See Index.) The playing of " football " is referred 
to in 1655 and 1656, and the orders against it are ordered to be 
strictly enforced. (See pp. 143, 171.) The Beadle, whose duty it 
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was to be employed " continuallye in walkinge through the streets of 
this Towne to p'vent Roagues and other wandringe beggers from 
comeinge and begginge within this Towne and also for restrayneinge 
the native poore of this Towne from begginge " was provided, in 
1655, with " a gowne and a Capp," in addition to his salary of " twoe 
shillings a weeke/' and if the Constables saw any reasons for so 
doing, they were to "put him forth" and "make Choice of another 
in his place." (See p. 147.) The two night watchmen, who were 
"twoe honest men " engaged "to watch and walke through the Towne 
from ten of the clock at night till five in the morneinge " were pro- 
vided with a handbell in 1653, to be "carried and vsed by the watch, 
who shall at every houres end in theire walkeinge about the towne 
give notice to the Inhabitants of theire vigilance by ringinge the 
bell." (See pp. 107-8). 

Sir Edward Moslev, Bart., who was lord of the manor at 
Manchester at the time the Records printed in this volume com- 
mence, was buried at Didsbury on the 4th December, 1657, leaving 
an only son and heir, Edi^ard, a minor, of the age of eighteen years. 
(See p. 227 note.) The latter, who became the second Baronet, 
died in 1665. The first Steward, whose name occurs in this volume, 
19th October, 1647, was John Lightbawne^ Esq., a barrister of Grays 
Inn and a man of good position in the town. His name occurs at 
three Courts, but at that held 24th April, 1650, Edward Mosley^ Esq., 
appears as Steward. At the next Court, held 9th October, 1650, 
William Heawood, gent, is called Deputy to the said Edward Mosley, 
Esq., Steward, but at the following Court, held 9th April, 1651, he 
appears as Steward, an office he was holding when this volume closes. 

The mode of procedure adopted in the previous volumes has been 
followed in this, and the proceedings of the Courts, here printed, 
have been compared, line for line, with the original, so as to ensure 
an exact reproduction in print Any points of interest have been 
explained, and particulars of the family history of most of the persons, 
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whose deaths are here recorded, derived from family papers, wills, &c., 
have been added in the notes. The importance of printing these 
Records in their entirety has recently received an interesting illus- 
tration in a paper written by Mr. H. T. Crofton, of Manchester, on 
"the Relics of the Common Field System in and near Manchester," 
a paper of much originality and value, in which there are many 
references to the published volumes of these Court Leet Records. 
Had these not appeared, it would have been almost impossible for 
him to have searched for the information he wanted in the original 
MSS., so that his paper would not have been nearly so complete as 
it now is.

> The name of Mr. William Radcliffe has occurred very frequently in these Records, as 
he occupied an important position in the town and held a good estate there. The death 
of his father, William Radcliffe, gent., was announced at the Court held 31st March, 1608, 
when he was returned as "sonne and heire and at full age." (See vol. ij., p. 232.) 
He was married at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 9th October, 1606, to Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. James Bradshaw, of Darcy Lever, co. Lane, by whom he had two sons, 
Richard and WiUiam, and two daughters, Mary and Margaret He died in 1645, ^^^ 
was buried at the Collegiate Church on the 31st July in that year as "William Rad- 
cliffe Esq." In his will, dated 23rd June, 1641, he desired to be buried "within my 
chappell at Manchester in the same place where my father was buryed." He names his 
wife, Elizabeth, and his sons, William and Richard, and desires that "the great ould 
guylte salte with twelve apostle spoones and the greate pott with the signe of an 
horse shoe upon it beinge an ancient heirloome, be as heire loomes to the heires of my 
bodie." This will was proved at York in 1645. 

* John Bexwick or Beswick's name occurs frequently in these Records. He was 
elected Boroughreeve 8th October, 1633, and either he or his son of the same name was 
elected one of the two Constables on 13th October, 1635. In the will of Ralph Whit- 
worth, dated 20th February, 162 1 -2, he speaks of "my sister Catherine, wife of John 
Bexwicke and John their eldest son," which most probably refer to the two persons 
named in the text. His will, if he made any, is not now at Chester. 
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that John Bexwicke his sonne is his heire apparent and ought to 
come into this Courte and doe his suite and service to the lord of 
this mannor for his landes in Manchester.

> John Lever, of Alkrington, gent., was the fifth son of Robert Lever, of Great 
Lever, gent, who died in 1620. He married Catherine, daughter of Hamnet Warburton, 
by whom he had a large family, many of whom died young. He died nth July, and 
was buried at Middleton on the 14th July, 1645. Robert Lever, his son and heir, was 
baptized at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 31st August, 1623, and was there married 
loth June, 1 661, to Anne,on]y daughter and heiress of Nicholas Mosley, of Collihurst, gent* 

^ At the Court held 9th October, 1623, the death of John Moxon, late of Manchester, 
hosier, is referred to, and it is stated that John Moxon, his son and heir, was then under 
age. (See vol. iij., pp. 71-2.) This son and heir being now of age is ordered to do his 
suit and service. He appears to have been quite an infant at the time of his father's 
death, the latter having apparently died soon after his marriage, leaving an only child.

He was married at the Collegiate 
Church, Manchester, 23rd August, 1603, to Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Whitworth, 
of Newton, near Manchester, by whom he had five children, two of whom only lived to 
maturity, Robert, who died in 1634, leaving issue, and Humphrey, who died in 1648, 
also leaving issue. He was very successful in business as a clothier, and acquired a large 
property both in Manchester and Salford. By deed dated 26th January, 1634-5, he left 
certain lands, &c., as an endowment for Trinity Church, Salford, which he had erected, 
and which he lived to see consecrated on the 20th May, 1635. He died at Salford on 
the 27th July, 1635, and was buried in the church there. His Inquisition /^j/ nwrteni, 
which was taken at Warrington on the 27th April, 1636, is a long document which has 
never yet been printed. He died seised of messuages, cottages, lands, &c. , in Salford 
and Ould6eld Lane, and of ;£'io 4s. of annual rent arising from messuages and lands in 
Salford, purchased of Edmund Prestwich, Esq. He also died seised of messuages, 
gardens, lands, &c., in Manchester, and in Pendleton, Pendlebury, Ouldfield, Ouldfield 
Lane, Crosse Lane, Little Boulton, and Salford, as well as in Ardwick and Chorlton Roe, 
and in Royton and Ancotes, all of which lands he settled on trustees by indenture dated 
2nd July, 1635. He also died seised of messuages and lands in Blakeley, which had 
been settled on his younger son, Humphrey Booth, junior, on the occasion of the latter's 
marriage in 1627. Robert Booth, the grandson, named in the text, was son and heir of 
Robert Booth, deceased, the eldest son of the said Humphrey Booth, senior, and was 
9 years of age on the 2nd July, 1635. At this time (October, 1647) he had attained 
21 years of age.

^ The words " turne " and " tarney " are now unknown in Lancashire, and are not 
to be found in the ordinary glossaries. The " turne," however, is the disease known as 
sturdy, a giddiness, which afifects sheep frequently and more rarely cattle. It is due to 
the presence of hydatids in the brain. Mr. J. H. Nodal has kindly pointed out that in 
Fitzherbert's Book of Husbandry^ I534f there is a section headed "the sickness called 
the turne," which begins as follows : — "There be beasts that wyll turne about, whan 
they eate theyr meate, and wyll not fede and [are in] great jeopardy for fallynge in 
pyttes, dyches, or waters; and it is because that there is a bladder in the forehead 
betweene the brayne-panne and the braynes, the whiche must be taken out, or els he 
shall never mende, but dye at lengthe. " After describing the method of cure he con- 
tinues : "But if the beaste be fatte and any reasonable meate upon hym, it is best to 

kyll hhn, for then there b but Ijrttell losse A sheepe wyll have the turne as 

well as a beast, but I have seen none mended. " This word appears to be still used in 
Shropshire.

This indenture, which occurs later on in the third MS. volume of 
these Records (pp. 292-4), is here printed so as to be in its proper 
place chronologically. There are many references to this Chapel 
and to the English Library in the proceedings of subsequent Courts. 
It will be noticed that, although this deed is dated 20th August, 
1653, the delivery of seisin did not take place till the i8th May, 
1655, and at the Court held 15th April, 1656, the Chapel is for the 
first time referred to. (See p. 153.)

^ This cbapel, situated on the sonth side of the Collegiate Church of Manchester, 
was founded in 1506 by Richard Bexwyk, the younger, Richard Bexwyk, the elder, 
Adam HoUande, James Radcliffe, Richard Hunt, and William Galeye, who describe 
themselves as "Masters, wardens or yeomen of the Guild of the Holy Saviour and of 
the name of Jesus." The original deed of foundation is now in the Chetham Library, 
presented by the late Canon Raines. Isabel, the daughter and heir of Richard Bexwyk, 
the younger, married Thomas Beck, of Manchester, and she, by her deed dated 1st 
September, 4th Elizabeth [1562], granted and conveyed to Francis Pendleton, of Man- 
chester, gentleman, and Cicely, his wife, daughter of the said Isabel, all that Chapel, 
called Jesus Chapel, situate within the Collegiate Church of Manchester, to hold to him, 
his heirs and assigns for ever. This Chapel remained in the Pendleton family from that 
date till this. Its later history as ** The English Library " has been given by the late 
Canon Raines in hb Lancashire Chantries (Chetham Society), pp. 50-52 notes, from the 
Kersall Cell deeds. Of the feoffees named in the deed printed in the text, the only survivor 
in 1681 was Robert Hyde, of Denton, Esq., who conveyed the Jesus Chapel and the 
Library therein to other feofiees, by deed dated 20th September in that year. Fresh 
.trustees were appointed by deeds dated 4th September, 1705, 8th March, 1749, and 
26th December, 1804. The establishment of the Library is frequently mentioned by 
Henry Newcome, who made good use of it, and who helped to arrange and catalogue 
the books. In addition to the books given by Mr. John Prestwich, Humphrey Chetham 
having by his will left the sum of £200 for the purchase of religious books, to be placed 
in certain churches, his trustees spent £^$ for the purchase of "godly english books " 
for this Library, the list of which has been printed by Mr. J. E. Bailey in Notes and 
Queries for 1877. It is, however, hardly correct to say that this Library " took its origin 
from the thoughtful benevolence of Humphrey Chetham," as the Jesus Chapel had been 
conveyed to trustees before his will was proved, and in these Records it is distinctly stated 
(see p. 153) that "certain gentlemen by the townesmens consent*' had purchased the 
Chapel for an English Library, and this they did, as shown by the deed of conveyance, 
for a place in which to put the books given by Mr. John Prestwich. The Library 
graduaUy fell into decay, and in 1830 "nothing remained but the desks, a few tattered 
books and remnants of loose chains." These " fragments'* were removed to the Chetham 
Hospital, when the Chapel was made into a registry for the use of the church, and were 
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Henry Pendleton* of Manchester in the County of Lancaster Gentle-

finally sold to the second-hand booksellers, whence some of them were purchased by the 
late Mr. Crossley. From the fact of the members of the Byrom family having been buried 
in thb Chapel, it became known as the Byrom Chapel, and was in fact claimed by them 
as their own. From some of the entries relating to this Library, to be found in these 
Records {see/osUa), it appears that the fees for interments within the Chapel were to be 
used towards keeping it in good repair, &c. A full account of this Library, by Mr. 
James Croston, with copies of the deed of conveyance and the various entries in these 
Records, appeared in Lo^ai Gleanings in the Manchester Courier for 1878, and was sub- 
sequently reprinted in pamphlet form, entitled " The First Free Library in Manchester.** 
As is there pointed out, the order made at the Court held 15th April, 1656 (see p. 153), 
that "the Mizelayers doe lay a tax vpon the Inhabitants of the Towne for repayre 
thereof" is one of the earliest instances on record of the local rates of any town being 
applied to such a purpose. 

^ Henry Pendleton was the descendant (probably the son) of Francis Pendleton, who 
was buried in "the Jesus Chapel," 22nd April, 1621. (See voL iij., p. 37.) Francb 
Pendleton was succeeded by his eldest son, Edward Pendleton, who was of age in 1633. 
(See vol. iij., p. 197.) He seems to have died unmarried, or without issue, and to have 
been succeeded by his brother Henry. 

' Edward Johnson was the brother of Henry Johnson. (See p, 104.) He died in 
1654, and for a notice of him see under the year 1657 postea, 

* James Lancashire was the son and heir of Thomas Lancashire, of whom an account 
will be found on p. 61. 

^ Sir Edward Mosley, of Hough or Hough End, Baronet, was the lord of the manor 
of Manchester. He was the son and heir of Rowland Mosley, of Hough End, Esq., who 
died in 1 61 7 (see vol. ij., p. 318), when he was only a few months old. He married, in 
1636, Mary, daughter of Sir Gervase Cutler, Knt., of Stainborough Hall, co. York, by 
whom he had an only son, Edward, and three daughters. He was created a Baronet 
26th July, 164a He was a strong supporter of the Royalist cause, and was " fined ** in 
the large sum of ;£'4,874 for his *' delinquency.** He died in 1657. (See/^/Z^o.) 

^ Sir Alexander Radclyffe, of Ordsall, Knight of the Bath, was the son and heir of 
Sir John RadclyiTe, of Ordsall, Knt, by his wife, Alice, daughter of Sir John Byron, 
Knt. He was bom the 27th April, 1608, and was married about 1628 to Jane, the 
illegitimate daughter of Robert RadclyiTe, fifth Earl of Sussex, K.G., with whom he had 
lands in Norfolk, and by whom he had issue six sons and four daughters. He died 
in April, 1654. He was a zealous Royalist, and in 1642 was ordered by Parliament to 
be committed to the Tower *' for abetting, aiding and assisting the Earl of Derby in the 
action of the siege of Manchester.** 

* Ihomas Prestwich, of Hulme, was the son and heir of Edmund Prestwich, of 
Hulme, Esq., who died in 1629. He was also a supporter of the Royalist cause, and 
was created a Baronet on the 25th April, 1644. It is, however, noteworthy that in this 
deed he is styled neither Bart nor Esc^ He was the elder brother of Mr. John Prestwich, 
the donor of the library. 

'^ Richard Heyrick, the well-known Warden of the Collegiate Church, was a younger 
son of Sir William Heyrick, of Beauroanor, co. Leicester, Knt He held the Warden- 
ship of Manchester from 1636 till his death in 1667. (See Hibbert Ware's History of 
the CoUegiaie Church of Manchester^ vol. j., pp. 167, &c.) 
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Holland* of Denton in the said County of Lancaster Esq^ Humfrey 
Chetham' of Cleyton in the same County Esquire Alexander Barlow* 
of Barlow in the same County Esquire Richard Haw^orth* of Man- 
chester aforesaid Esquire Robert Hyde* of Denton aforesaid Esquire 
Thomas Birch* of Birch in the aforesaid County of Lancaster Esquire 
John Prestwich' Batchelor of Devinity and one of the ffellowes of

> Rich&rd Holland, of Denton, Esq., was the son and heir of Edward Holland, of 
Denton, Esq., who died in 163 1. He was an active supporter of the Parliamentarian 
party, and was in command of the forces in Manchester during the siege of 1642. He 
was Member of Parliament far Lancashire in 1654 and 1656, and died in 1661. 

* Humphrey Chetham, *'the Founder" of the Hospital and Library which bear his 
name, was a younger son of Henry Chetham, of Crumpsall, who died in 1603. (See 
vol. i j , p. 1 94-) He was High Sheriflf of Lancashire in 1635 and in 1648. He died 
on the 20th September, and was buried at the Collegiate Church on the 12th October, 

1653. 

* Alexander Barlow, of Barlow Hall, Esq. , was the son and heir of Sir Alexander 
Barlow, of Barlow, Knt, who died in 1642. He married Frances, daughter of William 
Brereton, of Ashley, co. Chester, Esq., and co-heiress to her brother, Thomas Brereton, 
of Ashley, Esq., but died without issue c. 1 656. 

* Richard Haworth, or Howorth, of Manchester, Esq., was the third son of 
Lawrence Howorth, of Thurcroft, in Lower Darwen, co. Lane. He married for his first 
wife Elizabeth, daughter of George Tipping, of Manchester, gent, (see vol iij., p. j6Sft), 
and co-heiress to her brother, Samuel Tipping, with whom he had considerable property 
in Manchester. He was a barrister and a bencher of Gray*s Inn^ and practised in 
Manchester. He espoused the Parliamentary side, and was appointed a member of the 
Committee for Lancashire in 1645. ^^ entered his pedigree in the Lancashire Visitation 
of 1664-5, when he was 66 years of age. He had then living an only daughter, Alice. 

^ Robert Hyde, of Hyde Hall, in Denton, Esq. , was the son and heir of William 
Hyde, of Denton, Esq., who died in 1639. He took an active part on the side of the 
Parliament, and assisted in the defence of Manchester against the Royalists in 1642. He 
died 4th April, 1684, aged about 82 years. 

* Thomas Birch, of Birch, Esq., was the son and heir of George Birch, of Birch, 
gent, and was baptized at Eccles 5th June, 1608. He was an active worker on the side 
of the Parliament, and his name as *' Colonel Birch " frequently occurs in the public 
affi&irs of Manchester and the neighbourhood during the Civil War and Commonwealth 
periods. He died 6th August, 1678, when 70 years of age. 

"* John Prestwich, a younger son of Edmund Prestwich, of Hulme, Esq. , was bom 
in 1608. He was of Brasenose Coll^[e, Oxford, and became Fellow of All Souls' College 
in that University. He died there, unmarried, 30th July, 1679, and was buried in the 
chap>el there. 

* Richard HoUinworth, of Manchester, clerk, was the son of Francis HoUinworth, 
of Manchester, and Margaret Wharmby, his wife. (See vol iij., pp. 188-9.) He was 
one of the Fellows of theCoDegiate Church elected in 1643, ^^^ ^^ name frequently 
occurs in the ecclesiastical affairs of Manchester between 1630 and- 1656. He was the 
author of Afancuniensis, the earliest historical account of the town, and of several con- 
troversial pamphlets. He died 3rd November, 1656, and was succeeded in his Fellowship 
by the well-known Henry Newcome. 

* John Hartley's name has frequently occurred in these Records. He was, as 
already stated, the second son of Nicholas Hartley, of Manchester, woollen draper, 
who died in i6ia He purchased the manor of Strangeways about 1648, and lived at 
Strangeways Hall. He was High Sheriff of Lancashire in 1649- He died in 1655 (see 
postea)^ leaving an only daughter and heiress, Ellen, who married John Hartley, son of 
Ralph Hartley, a citizen of London, who succeeded his father-in-law at Strangeways.

* Richard Radcliffe, of Manchester, Esq., was the son and heir of William RadcU£fe, 
Esq., whose death was announced at the Court held 19th October, 1647, but who had 
died in 1645. (See p. 4.) He was an active Parliamentarian, his name occurring as 
Captain and afterwards as Major Radcliffe in the annals of the town. He was elected 
Member of Parliament for Manchester in 1656 (see p. 159), and died in the following year. 

* Nicholas Mosley, of Ancoats, Esq., was the son and heir of Oswald Mosley, of 
Ancoats, Esq., who died in 163a (See vol. iij.,p. 197.) He was baptized at Man- 
chester 26th December, 161 1, and married Jane, daughter of John Lever, of Alkrington, 
Esq., by whom he had issue. He espoused the Royalist side, and was " fined " in 1643 
for his "delinquency." He was the author of a book published in 1653 entitled. 
Contemplations on the Passions and Faculties of the Soul of Man, in three parts, the first 
dedicated to his nephew, Robert Booth, Esq., the second to his brother, Edward Mosley* 
Esq., and the third to his friend and neighbour, Humphrey Chetham, Esq. He died in 
1672. 

* John Lightbowne, of Manchester, Esq., was the son and heir of James Light- 
bowne, of Manchester, who died in 1621. (See voL iij., pp. 4711 and 31811.) He was 
a banister and a bencher of Gray's Inn, and for a short time was Steward of this Court 
(See p. I.) He married Elizabeth, daughter of William Lever, of Kersall, near Man- 
chester, Esq , and entered his pedigree at the Lancashire Visitation of 1664-5, when he 
was 54 years of age. He died in 1669, leaving an only daughter and heir Elizabeth, 
who married Francis Lindley, of York, Esq. 

^ Robert Booth, of Gray's Inn, Esq., was the grandson and heir of Humphrey 
Booth, the founder of Trinity Church, Salford, whose death was announced at the Court 
held 19th October, 1647. (See p. 6.) His father, Robert Booth, who was also a 
barrister and a bencher of Gray*s Inn, died in December, 1634. Robert Booth (the 
son) here named became Chief Justice of the King's Bench in Ireland, and was knighted. 
He died in 1681, and was buried in Trinity Church, Salford, leaving issue. 

^ Samuel Birch, of Ardwick, gentleman, claimed to be descended from the family 
of Birch, of Birch, but the exact line of descent is not known. In the pedigree entered 
at the Visitation of Lancashire in 1664-5. ^y ^^* ^°> J^^'^ Birch, he is shown to have 
been the son of Ambrose Birch, of Openshaw, and to have married Mary, daughter of 
Ralph Smith, of Dod Lane. He purchased the Ordsall Hall estate from the Radclyffes, 
and his grandson, John Birch, of Ordsall, was living there in 1683. Colonel John Birch 
(the son and heir of Samuel), was a very active commander on the side of the Parlia- 
ment during the Civil War. He had lands in Herefordshire, and in the Visitation of 
that County, taken in 1683, he describes himself as owning the manors of Upper and 
Lower Ardwick, and Ordsall, co. Lane.

house before the seacond of ffebruary last past vpon paine of ffourty 
shillings a peece, Which order not beinge observed and that in- 
croachment lieth still vpon the said way.

The Jury order the Constables to make and repaire Butts Accord- 
inge to the statute.

Lane, yeoman, 
datedj4th March, 1638-9, was proved at Chester, 17th April, 1639. He desired to be 
buried at Middleton, and mentions hb then wife, Elizabeth, his two sons, Edmund and 
Robert, and his daughters, Marie, Sarah, and Anne Chatterton. He appointed Elizabeth, 
his wife, and Edmund Chatterton, his son, his executors, and Richard Chatterton, his 
brother, overseers. 
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Whereas this Jury vpon Complaint and full vew doe find a 
swine coate erected vpon the land of M" Ann Radcliffe^ of Poole by 
Thomas Baxter now Tenant to the said house scituate in the 
Markettstreetlane to the great Anoyance of M" Elizabeth Radcliffe

'Mrs. Ann Radcliffe was the widow of John Radcliffe, of Manchester, gentleman, 
who died in 1646. She was the daughter of Richard Halliwell, of Manchester, vintner, 
and was married at the Collegiate Church on the 24th April, 1626. John Radcliffe was 
the eldest son and heir of Alexander Radcliffe, of Manchester and Stretford, who was 
buried at Manchester 24th March, 1607-8, and whose death was announced at the Court 
held 31st March, 1608. (See vol. ij., p. 233.) He was baptized at the Collegiate Church 
on the 24th January, 1603-4, and so was only little more than 4 years old at the time of 
his father's death. He was of age in 1625, when he was required to attend at the Court 
and do his suit and service (vol. iij. , p. 89). His name occurs frequently in these Records 
(see Index to vol. iij.), and he was elected one of the two Constables on the 14th October, 
1634, and Boroughreeve on the loth October, 1637. He appears to have lived at the 
Pool or Pool Fold, which has hitherto been considered to have belonged to the family of 
the Raddiffes of the Conduit (see Indices to vols. ij. and iij. ), but whether he had pur- 
chased it or had inherited it from his ancestors is not at present clear. The entry in the 
text, " M" Anne Radclyffe of [the] Poole," is confirmed by another entry in 1657 (see 
fosUa)f where there is mention of ''the Poole or mote about the house belonging to the 
heirs of John Radcliffe gent deceased." There is also a very curious reference to the 
Poole at the end of his will, and it certainly passed with his daughter and heir, Sarah, 
to her husband, Mr. John Alexander, of Manchester, whose son, Radcliffe Alexander* 
in his will, dated 1701, speaks of *<my dwelling place called The Pool." The will of 
Mr. John Radcliffe, dated 19th June, 1645, was proved at Chester in 1646. He mentions 
his wife, Anne, and his four daughters, Anne, Elizabeth, Margaret, and Sara Radcliffe. 
He devised all his lands, &c., in Manchester to Alexander Radcliffe, his son and heir 
apparent, and his heirs, with remainder to his four daughters in tail and their heirs, 
charged with the pa}rment of certain sums to the younger daughters, if the elder succeeded 
to the estates, with remainder to his wife for her life, charged with certain small yearly 
payments "to my sister Ellen Kelsae [Kelsall] wife of James Kelsae [Kelsall] gent ;" 
"to my brother in law Samuel Hallywell ;" "to Ellen Eckersall, daughter of my late 
brother in law Thomas Eckersall;" "to my sister in law Jone Hall3rwell," and ''to my 
sister in law Mary Hallywell." In default of issue of his daughters, and after his wife's 
death, his estates were to go to his brother, Alexander Radcliffe, and his heirs male 
(charged as aforesaid), with remainder to Robert Twiforde, son of his brother-in-law, Robert 
Twiforde, of Didsbury, gent, and his heirs male ; with remainder to the heirs male of Mar- 
garet Twiforde, his sister (wife of the said Robert Twiforde, the father); with remainder to 
the heirs male of his said sister Ellen Kelsae ; remainder to Richard Hally well, son of his 
brother-in-law, Richard Hallywell, and his heirs male ; remainder to Samuel Hallywell, his 
brother-in-law, and his heirs male ; remainder to James Hall3rwell, second son of the said 
Richard Hallywell, the father, and his heirs male, with remainder to the right heirs of 
him the said John Radcliffe for ever. The lease of a house in Salford, in the occupation 
of Adam Syddall, butcher, held under the Earl of Derby, was left to his said son, Alexander 
for the remainder of the term. He appointed "my said wife Anne Radclyffe, my brother 
[i.e., his step-brother] William Radley, my brother in law Robert Twiforde, my cosen, 
John Marler, the elder, and my brother in law Richard Hallywell " executors, and 
desired George Chetham, of Crompsall, and James Holland, of Newhall, gentlemen, 
"my kinsmen," to be overseers. The witnesses to it were Michael Dickinson, 
Alexander Davye, Robert Potter, Robert Dutton, Samuel Owen, and Robert Fletcher, 
" my frends and neighbors who stood on the west side of my pooIe and saw and heard 
mee signe, seale and publish the same." This b the most curious attestation clause I 
have ever seen, and its explanation affords an interesting picture of the times. In 1645 
Manchester suffered greatly from the Plague, so much so that a social grant of jf 1,000 
was passed by the House of Commons in aid of the sufferers. This so much dreaded 
disease had evidently found a home at the Poole or Pool Fold, as two of John Radcliffe's

children, William and Mary, were buried on the 13th June in that year, and of the five 
children he names in his will, all but the youngest, Sarah, were buried within the next 
fortnight ! The will is dated on the 19th June, and is written entirely in the testator's 
own hand, the very witnesses to this important document not daring to come nearer 
to the infected house than " the west side of the poole. " From this position '*they saw 
and heard'* the unfortunate testator "signe seale and publish the same," he evidently 
being obliged to read it aloud and sign and seal it in their presence, but separated from 
them by the width of the moat or pool, whence the house derived its name, Pool Fold. 
Nor were their precautions needless. The testator himself was buried at the Collegiate 
Church on 28th June, his only surviving son and heir followed him there on 30th June, 
his eldest daughter, Anne, on ist July, whilst Maigaret was buried there on 27th June. 
The burial of Elizabeth I have not found, but I think she died at this time, as the youngest 
daughter, Sarah, became her father's sole heir, and carried his estates into the family of 
Alexander, of Manchester. She was at this time an infant of three years of age, and 
was the only survivor of a family of eleven children, bom between 1627 and 1642. 
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[The Election of the First Member of Parliament for 

Manchester, iqth July, 1654.] 

Although there is no reference in these Records to the election 
of Charles Worsley, of Piatt, Esq.,^ as the first Member of Parlia- 
ment for the town of Manchester, yet it seems fitting that the official 
return, made on that occasion, should be here printed, as the original 
is preserved amongst the muniments of the Corporation, and the 
persons named in it took an active part in the affairs of the town at 
this time, and most of them are frequently mentioned in these 
pages. The counterpart of the official return, signed by Peter Bold, 
the High Sheriff' of the County, is as follows: —

the yeare of our Lord One Thowsand sixe Hundred ffiftie and 
ffbure, Betweene Peter Bould, Esquire, High Sheriffe of the 
Countie of Lancaster, of the one parte, And John Hartley, 
Esq'., John Hartley, gent, John Gilliam, Alexander Greene, 
Edward Byrom, Henry Dickonson, William Jackson, Thomas 
Dickonson, Henry Neild, Robert Boardman, Robert ffleetcroft, 
Robert Marler, Richard Hallywell, Robert Owen, James Otty- 
well, Samuel Harmar, Arthur Buckley, John Broxupp, Phillipp 
Stampe, John Whitworth, Raph Briddocke, gentlemen. And 

' Charles Worsley was the eldest son of Ralph Worsley, of Piatt, near Rusholme, 
gentleman, by his wife, Isabel, daughter and heiress of Edward Massey, of Manchester 
(see vol. iij. , pp. 90, 352), and was born at Manchester on the 24th June, 1623, and baptized 
at the Collegiate Qiurch on 30th June. Nothing is known of his early life and education, 
but on the outbreak of the Civil War he sided with the Parliamentarians, and by the 
year 1650 had attained the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. He was married at Didsbury 
on the i8th September, 1644, to Mary, daughter of John Booth, of Manchester, who 
died in 1649, leaving issue. He married secondly, on the 6th October, 1652, Dorothy, 
daughter of Roger Kenyon, of Park Head, in the parish of Whalley, co. Lane, who 
survived him, and by whom he had issue. He was in command of a regiment called the 
" Manchester Militia,'* or the "Lord General's [Cromwell's] Regiment of Foot," which 
aided Cromwell in his march to Worcester in August, 1 65 1, although it did not take part 
in that famous battle. After this the r^ment being ordered to London, Worsley was 
given a residence in St. James's Palace, Westminster, which he appears to have made 
his home for the remainder of his life. He was very intimate with Cromwell, and his 
name frequently occurs in the public aflfairs of this period. His appointment in 1655 as 
Major General for the counties of Lancaster, Chester, and Stafford brought him frequently 
into those parts, where he was very actively employed, and where it is probable he 
overtaxed his strength. He died at St. James's Palace on the 12th June, 1656, much 
to the grief of the Protector, who accorded him a very gorgeous funeral in Westminster 
Abbey. An account of Major-General Worsley, with a portrait, is given in Booker*s 
History of Birch Chapel^ but an article in the Manchester Guardian for the 28th 
December, 1885, written by Mr. J. E. Bailey, F.S.A., contains the best narrative of 
the life of this Manchester worthy which has yet appeared.

behalfe, whoe for himselfe and all the people of the said Towne 
and Parish of Manchester aforesaid, hath full power to doe and 
Consent vnto those thinges, which in the aforesaid Parliament 
shall then and there, by Cofnon Councell and Consent, happen 
to bee ordeined. Provided, and itt is hereby Declared, That

These entries are also of much interest, as they show that the old Court Book of 
Salford of tke time of Queen Elizabeth was in existence in 1654, and also that it was in 
the form of a book. This and all the later volumes are now most unfortunately missing, 
but it is much to be hoped that they may some day be recovered. I have a full copy of 
the proceedings at the Salford Portmote Court held the 30th March, 15591 1st Elizabeth, 
which contains much useful genealogical and other information. 
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The Ancient Constables never appeareinge there but makeinge 
theire presentments severally at the Court Leet houlden for this 
Manno' Wee doe therefore order that the p'sent Burrowreeve twoe 
Constables M' Lancashire and M' Buxton doe intreat M' Steward to 
accompany and assist them in the makeinge of the lord of this 
manno' acquanted with the said vnreasonable fines soe ymposed 
and taxed as aforesaid at or before this day moneth To the end that 
some speedy course may bee taken for the further prevencon of

James Chetham, according 
to his father's Inquisition post mortem^ was then about 30 years of age and upwards, but 
as he is stated to have been bom 7th April, 1565, he would be nearer 40 than 3a As 
is well known, he was the elder brother of Humphrey Chetham, the Founder, as he is 
usually termed. James Chetham was twice married, first to Isabel, daughter of George 
Holland, of Salford, the marriage settlement (of which I have a copy) being dated 25th 
October, 1588, and the marriage taking place at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on 
the 29th October in that year. By her he had issue George Chetham, his son and heir 
(named in the text), and other children. She was buried at the Collegiate Church on 
the 1 2th January, 1605-6. He married secondly, at the Collegiate Church, 22nd 
September, 1606, Isabel Kendall, widow, by whom he had Edward Chetham, of 
Smedley, gent., and other children. She was buried there 22nd November, 1635. ^^ 
his vrill, dated 8th June, 1654, James Chetham desires to be buried "in my brother's 
Chapel in the east end of Manchester church as near as may be to the place where my 
late brother Humfrey Chetham Esq lieth interred, if it please God I die within or near 
the parish of Manchester aforesaid." He desired Mr. Allen, parson of Prestwich, "if 
he may be gotten with convenience," to preach his funeral sermon ; and if he could not 
be obtained, then Mr. HoUingworth to preach it, and either of them to have 20s. for his 
pains. He names his son-in-law, Richard Lomax, and his loving friend, Mr. John 
Lightbowne, counsellor at law ; his two daughters, Jane Kay and Isabel Lomaz, and 
the vrives of his two sons, George Chetham and Edward Chetham.

His two sons, George 
Chetham and Edward Chetham, were appointed executors, fteorge Chetham, the son 
and heir, referred to in the text, married for his first wife Elizabeth, daughter of Henry 
Johnson, of Manchester, mercer (see p. 104), the post-nuptial settlement (of which I have 
a copy) being dated 12th July, 1632. She had two children, Humphrey and Elizabeth, 
and died in 1636, being buried at Manchester 17th November in that year. He died in 
1664 (see postea).

As the return for the election of Charles Worsley, Esq., as the 
first Member of Parliament for Manchester, in 1653, has been printed 
on p. 117, it seems only fitting that the return of the ejection of 
Richard Radcliffe,* Esq., in 1656, should be here given, the more 
especially as the original document is, like the former one, preserved 
amongst the muniments of the Corporation. It will be noticed that 
the names of the burgesses of Manchester here given are not the 
same as those named in the return for 1653, and it is probable that 
the two opposite political parties in the town are thus indicated.

> Richard Radcliffe, who at this time was nearly 50 years of age, was the son and 
heir of William Radcliffe, of Manchester, Esq., who died in 1645, and whose death was 
announced at this Court on the 19th October, 1647. (See p. 4.) He was baptised at 
Manchester 30th August, 1607, and took an active part in Manchester on the side of the 
Parliament during the Civil War, his name as Captain and subsequently Major Radcliffe 
being frequently met with. He married Millicent, daughter of Sir John Gell, of Hopton, 
CO.

(See Index 
to vol. iij.) He was elected one of the two Constables loth October, 1626, and again on 
the 9th October, 1639. He married Mary, daughter of Richard Fox, of Manchester, 
by whom he had issue. John Holbrooke was his son and heir. 

^ Richard Holbrooke, the second son of the above-named Edward Holbrooke, was 
for many years the incumbent of Trinity Church, Salford, and is frequently mentioned by 
Newcome. He married Elizabeth, the younger daughter of the Rev. Richard Heyrick, 
Warden of Manchester, by whom he had issue. He died about 1685. 

^ Adam Jepson was the son and heir of Robert Jepson, of Moston, whose death was 
announced at the Court held 8th October, 1601. (See vol. ij., p. 174.) He was then 
under age, but came of age before 7th October, 1619. (See vol iij., p. 19.) He lived 
at Chorlton Roe, and was a dealer in yams. By his wife, Jane, he had a family of seven 
daughters, of whom the eldest, Jane, as stated in the text, married James Lightbowne, 
of Manchester. She had the Moston estate, which thus passed into the Lightbowne 
family. Adam Jepson was buried at Manchester 30th July, 1632, but his death has not 
previously been here recorded. His will, dated 27th July, 1632, and proved at Chester 
6th April, 1633, has been printed in Booker's History of BlackUyy pp. 191 -3. In it he 
leaves his messuages, lands, &c., in Moston to his eldest daughter, Jane, and her heirs, 
with remainder in tail to his other daughters, Mary, Martha, Sarah, Elizabeth, Alice, and 
Hannah Jepson.

Aprill One thousand six hundred ffiftie and six that John Hulme 
Gent should lay open a ditch and hedge he hath made vp att this 
end of a lane neare the Sued hill stoppinge the Ancient way to 
certaine lands called Tuefeilds^ and other Lands belonginge to S' 
Edward Mossley to Richard Haworth Esq' &c. betwixt that and the 
first of June then next to come vpon the paine of ffiue pounds, And 
wee the Jurie of this p'sent Leet vpon veiw thereof finde the said 
Order is not obserued but the way is still hedged vpp, and that he 
hath incroached by a new Garden into the said lane, and that he 
letteth his fence lie downe and comon betwixt his land and the said 
lane, whereas other mens hedges to the said lane are sufficiently 
kept vpp, and whereas his neglect hinders the cleanseinge of the 
ditches by the rest concerned and named in that order. Wee there- 
fore the Jurie of this p'sent Leet, doe amerce the said John Hulme 
in fiue pounds for his neglect and contempt of laying open and free- 
ing the said lane. And wee doe further order the said John Hulme 
to lay that new Garden he hath hedged in out of the said lane to it 
againe betwixt this and the tenth of June next in paine of xx* And 
wee doe further Order the said John Hulme to lay open the said 
lane and make good his fence that lieth downe betwixt his land and 
the said Lane before the said tenth of June next vpon paine of ffiue 
pounds.

Wee the Jurie of this p'sent Leet findinge a water passage 
stoped out of Alport* lane to the great river," which is to be cleared 
by John Moulton and M' John Rogers ; from the feild that is now 
in the occupacon of Lawrence Williamson wee there vpon [view 
thereof] doe order the said John Moulton and John Rogers to cleare 
open and make free passage for the water through their severall and 
respectiue parts and pcells of Land now in their severall houldings 
betwixt this and the tenth of May next vpon paine of twenty shillings 
a peece. 

Wee the Jurie of this p'sent leet doe finde that a passage of water 
goeinge from the dwellings of M' Richard Meare and Widdowe 
Siddall is stopped and hindred att the land of M' Henery Dickinson 
in the Shambles wee doe therefore order the said M' Dickinson shall 
by fallinge the ground and other fitt meanes cause a free passage 
and conveyance of the water to be made vpon his land by the tenth 
of June next vpon paine of twenty shillings, And that M' Arther 
Bulkley shall take care to make and keepe free passage for the water 
vpon his land vpon the like penalty. 

This Jurie doth order that whatsoever psons were the last Leet 
Elected to any office and haue not coume neither to their office nor 
to this Court to take their Oathes shall for their contempt and neglect 
pay 3* iiij** a peece. 

Whereas two p^sentm** were giuen into this Jurie by the Lords 
Seruant Richard Crowther; one concerneing an incroachm* pre- 
tended to be made in a buildinge of M' Arthur Bulkleys in the 
Deansgate & an anusance in [a] hanging over the Lords wast in the 
same house, the other to be an anusance of a porch hanginge over 
the Lords wast att the dwellinge house of M' flfrancis Jepson. Wee 
the Jurie of this p'sent Leet haueinge considerately veiwed the said 
house and porch find noe default encroachm' nor anusance vpon the 
lords wast 

The Orders concerneinge the Conduit made the last leet wee 
conferme. 

This Jurie doth finde that M' John Sandford' late of Liverpoole

Whereas George Thorpe vsed to Sawe Timber neare the Poole* 
or mote about the house belonginge to the heires of John Radclyffe 
Gent deceased the Sawe dust haueinge some times beene preiudiciall 
to the moate and the fish therein wee doe therefore order the said 
George Thorpe shall soe dispose of his Sawe dust that itt may not 
hereafter bee preiudiciall to the said Moate or Poole vpon paine of 
yy viiy 

Whereas an order was made att the Leet Court by the Jurie 
October the Ninth one Thousand six hundred ffiftie fiue* tfiat the then 
Church wardens and overseers of the poore, should succsessiuely [sic] 
(as all or any of the money belonginge to the poore of this towne 
became due) renue the bonds and take them in the names of Richard 
Radclyffe Esq', Richard Meare, Michaell Buxton, William Byrom, 
with the Borrowreeue and two Constables, for the time beinge, as 
alsoe in the names of the Churchwardens and overseers of the poore 
inhabitinge and resideinge in Manchest' aforesaid and that the 
profits of the moneys appertaineinge to the poore should be yearely 
disposed of by such Churchwarden and overseers of the poore as 
should be from time to time (elected out of the Inhabitants of this 
Towne or Borough) with the consent of the aboue named psons. 

Wee the Jurie of this p'sent Leet doe approue of and confirme 
the said order in all the pts of it. And whereas wee find pte of the 

^ The death of Mr. Robert Neild was announced at the Court held 27th April, 1631 
(see vol. iij., p. 179), where an account of him will be found. Anne Neild, his widow, 
was then living at Warrington. 

* Mr. Samuel Sandford (?the brother of Mr. John Sandford, named in note 3, page 183) 
was the son of Mr. John Sandford, of High Ashes, in the parish of Ashton-under-Lyne. 
He married, at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, 19th March, 1652-3, Ellen, the 
youngest of the three surviving daughters and co-heirs of Mr. Robert Neild, of Man- 
chester. (See previous page, note 3.) This Mr. Samuel Sandford lived at Nuthurst, 
an estate in Moston, which he purchased from the Jenkinsons, and which afterwards passed 
by sale to the Chethams.

The Jurie doth finde that M' Raph Hough M'chant is heire to 
his ffather M' Raph Hough ^ deceased, of the Garrett Hall' and 
demeasne Lands there vnto appertaineinge in Manchest' ffor which 
he is to come into this Court and doe his suite and seruice, it is 
ffurth' ordered that if M' Hough doe not come into this Court the 
next Leet to doe his suite and seruice, that he be Amerced in xx' 

The Jurie doth alsoe finde that the said M' Raph Hough of

of Salford in the same County, and Henery Wrigley* of Chamber 

^ Edmund Hopwood, of Hopwood, Esq., was the son and heir of Mr. John Hop- 
wood, and succeeded his grandfather, Edmund Hopwood, of Hopwood, Esq., in 1612, 
when he was nearly 14 years of age, having been baptized at Middleton 23rd May, 1597. 
(See vol. ij., p. 275.) He married Dorothy, daughter of Edward Ashton, Rector of 
Middleton, by whom he had a large family. He was living at the time of the Lancashire 
Visitation of 1664-5, when his son and heir apparent, John Hopwood, then 41 years of 
age, entered his pedigree. 

* Lawrence Rawsthome, of Newhall, Esq., was the youngest son of Edward Raws- 
thorne, of New Hall, Esq., who died about the year 1653. He succeeded hb elder 
brother, Edward Rawsthome, Esq., who died about 1655, and was living at the date of 
the Lancashire Visitation of 1664-5, when he entered his pedigree, being then 45 years 
of age. He was twice married, first to Elizabeth, daughter of George Murray, Rector 
of Bury, and secondly to Mary, daughter of Richard Bold, of Bold, co. Lane, Esq., and 
the widow of John Atherton, of Atherton, co. Lane, Esq.

* Henry Wrigley, of Chamber Hall, in Oldham, Esq., was the son of Richard 
Wrigley, of Manchester, who was engaged in the fustian trade there. He was the 
High Constable of Salford Hundred in 1642, and High Sheriff of Lancashire in 165 1. 
He purchased Chamber Hall in 1646, and Langley Hall and other estates in or near 
Oldham subsequently. He died on the 22nd July, 1658, and was buried in London on 
the 26th. By his wife, Alice Knott, whom he married at the Collegiate Church 7th 
August, 1622. he had a numerous family.

* Mr. John Wigan was the most active Congregational minister in Manchester at this 
period. He was for a time minister at Gorton, and from there he went to Birch Chapel 
about 1644, and remained there till 1649 or later. In that year he and others formed an 
Independent church in Manchester, and made use of one of the bams belonging to the 
College in which to hold their services. From the deed here printed it would appear that 
Wigan lived in the College gate-house. He also at one time served in the army, and, 
as Martindale states, " became a Captaine and afterwards a Major." An interesting 
notice of Mr. John Wigan was contributed to Local G leanings ^ 8th September, 1876, by 
Mr. J. E. Bailey.

The Jurie of this p'sent Leet doth order James Barrett to make 
vp his fence both pale and hedge betwix William Mores and him 
beinge att the end of a Croft lieinge att the backe of William Moorcs 
house in the hanging ditch before the twentieth of Novemb' next 
vpon paine of twentie shillings. 

Vpon severall complaints made to this Jurie that some Butchers 
and other people doe cast into the Ackers ditch and other ditches 
aboute the Towne Garbage and Carrion beinge noysom to the 
Inhabitants, it is ordered by the said Jurie that any pson offcndinge 
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therein shall forfeite for every such offence tenn shillings. And it is 
further ordered that the Bylawmen in their respectiue places doe 
take care therein, As alsoe accordinge to form' orders that noe close 
stoole Jackes^ Carrion or garbage be cast vpon the Ackers Midding^e 
vpon paine of Two shillings six pence for every such offence, And 
that the cleansers of streets be to looke to it And that they or any 
other that shall informe the Jury vpon oath shall haue paid by the 
Constables for every pson soe convicted foure pence. 

Whereas vpon complaint to this p'sent Jurie and alsoe vpon 
their owne viewes they finde there is great abuse concerneinge the 
horse poole' by divers psons castinge in dunge and thatch and 
strawe and other noysome matter to the corruption of the water and 
greatly preiudiciall to the towne wee the said Jurie doe order that 
noe person from hence forward shall cast in any dunge thatch strawe 
or garbage chafe or any other offenciue matter vpon the paine of 
Tenn shillings for every default And whereas wee are informed 
M' John Browne Raph Worrall James Taylor Mary Worrall widdow 
Henry Heys haue beene faultie herein and that which the[y] haue 
cast in is there remaineinge it is ordered the said persons shall dense 
the said poole before the twentie first of November next vppon 
paine of six shillings eight pence for every pson shall neglect And 
it is ordered M' John Moxon M' Joseph Higham M' Gyles Edge 
shall see this order executed. 

The Jurie of this Leet doth order that all the Bakers that Hue in the 
Towne and all others that Hue in the Countrey who [are] accustomed 
to sell bread vpon the Markett day or any other day that they shall 
vpon every Munday morneinge come to the officers who are elected 
for this p'sent yeare to see the assize of bread kept and alsoe that 
wholsome bread be made accordinge to the statute, there to receiue 
a Tickett from the said officers to make their bread by of every sort 
of graine as the booke of Assize doth direct and as the price of 
Corne goes the Markett day before and the contemners of this 
order for every contempt to pay eighteene pence a peece. 

The Jurie of this Leet doe finde that Robert Coppocke v 
and George Thorpe haue beene negligent in their office of / 
scavengers and haue brought in a blanke whereas there > 6* 8^ 
was default vpon veiw of the Jury the Jury doe therefore I 
Amerce them in three shilHngs foure pence a peece ... '^

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The Jury of this p'sent Leet doth order that George Cheetham 
of Manchesf Inholder shall att or before the twentieth day of 
November next ensueinge remoue att his owne proper costs one 
coale heape lyeinge to the wall of M' John Holbrooke or for the 
contempt thereof to pay 5" 

The Jurie of this p'sent Leet doth finde that the wall att the 
Hunts bancke vnder the greate Barne att the Colledge is very much 
decayed and alsoe parte of the wall belonginge to the house of 
Correccon/ and is in much danger of fallinge to the great danger of 
the people of this Comonwealth this p'sent Jury doth order that one 
porcon of the wall belonginge to the poore shall be made good and 
sufficient by the p'sent Churchwarden [s] & overseer[s], And the other 
pte to be repaired by the overseer for the house of Correccon* and 
the said Jury doth order that the parties beforesaid shall after 
publicacon hereof take notice of the p'misses and sufficiently repaire 
the wall att or before the twenty fifth day of March next ensueinge 
or for such default each of them to pay ffiue pounds And that they 

forthwith take care to p'vent dang* thereof. [In the margin : — 

fTor the Churchwardens : itt is done.] 

The Jury doth finde that George Barlowe of Harpur Hey hath 
made an encroachment vpon the wast of Collyhurst in Length 
twenty seaven yards in breadth att one end ffourteene yards and a 
halfe in the other end Nine yards, which wee leaue to the mercy of 
the Lord [In the margin : — ^Agreed w*** the Lord &c.] 

The Jury doth finde that George Leigh of Barton' Esq' is deceased 
and doe finde that George Leigh Esq' his sonne is heire and is to 
come to doe his suite and service to the lord of this Man' for his 
lands in Manchest' 

* See p. 189, note. This entry is clear proof that the House of Correction was in 
use at this date. 

* At the Court held 1st October, 161 7, George Legh was returned as the son of his 
father, George Legh, Esq., and the heir of his mother (Anne, daughter and co-heir of 
John Booth, of Barton, Esq.)? to her lands in Manchester, Openshaw, and Barton. (See 
vol. ij., p. 322.) He married for his first wife Frances, one of the daughters of Thomas 
Brooke, of Norton, co. Chester, Esq., by whom he had issue George, the son and heir 
named in the text, two daughters who died young, and a daughter, Elizabeth. He 
married, secondly, Susan, daughter of Gilbert Domville, of Lymm, co. Chester, Esq., 
who predeceased him. His will, dated 12th February, 1649-50, was proved at Chester, 
8th November, 1662. In it he desired to be buried "within the chapel of the parish 
church of Eccles, belonging to Barton Hall, as near to my wife as conveniently may be." 
He confirmed a grant to his daughter, Elizabeth Legh, of ;£'900 out of the capital 
messuage called Barton Hall, in Barton-upon-Irwell, and his other messuages there, and 
bequeathed to his son, George Legh, ^^50 and all his arms and books, stating that he 
did not give him more because he was his heir and would succeed to all his lands. This 
George Legh was at this time about 39 years of age. 
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The Juric doth finde that John Hulme of Hulme^ Gentleman is 
deceased and that William Hulme now of Hulme Gent is heire to 
his land in Manchester and is to doe suite and service to the Lord 
of this Mano' 

The Jurie doth finde that John Rogers' is deceased and that 
Roger Rogers is heire and is to come to doe his suite and service to 
the Lord of this Leet appeared and szvorne. 

The Jurie doth finde that Thomas Baxter is deceased and that 
John Baxter is heire and is to doe suit and service to the Lord of 
this Leet. 

The Jurie of this Leet doe find that Daniell Hopwood* gent is 
deceased and that Edmund Hopwood Esq' is heire and is to doe 
suite and service to the Lord of this Leet. 

The Jurie doe finde that Edward Sheapard* is deceased and that 
Thomas Percevall is possessed of those lands and is to come in to 
doe his suite and service to the Lord of this Leet swame. 

The Jurie doth finde that the thatch of one house in the Deans- 
gate now in the possession of the heires of M' ffox late of Manchester 
gent doth annoy the house of William Sunderland, the Jury doth 

* John Hulme was the younger of the two sons of Ralph Hulme, gentleman, whose 
death was announced at the Court held 9th October, 1623 (see vol. iij., p^ 72, note 6), 
by his wife, Thomasine, daughter and heir of John Marler, of Manchester, gent. He 
succeeded to his mother*s lands on her death in 1627, and was living at the death of his 
elder brother, William, who died in December, 1637. (See vol. iij., p. 265.) His lands 
now passed to his nephew, William Hulme, of HuImc, gent , the son and heir of his 
deceased brother William. John Hulme died without issue, and, I believe, unmarried. 
His will is not known. 

* This John Rogers is probably to be identified with the John Rogers of Swinton, 
gentleman, whose will dated 31st October [?], 1653, was proved in London 9th April, 
1658. He mentions Ellen, his wife; his children, James and Mary Rogers; '^Thurstan 
and Ellen Eckersall, the children of my wife ;" " Roger Boulton, son of my cousin, Hugh 
Boulton, of Ashley ; " and the children of Thomas Dunster, of Ashley, to whom he leaves 
certain legacies. He appointed his loving friends, Mr. Edward Johnson, Mr. Robert 
Marler, Hugh Boulton, and Edmund Hayhurst feoflees of his lands, and gives small 
legacies to Mary Rogerson, daughter of his cousin, Mr. John Rogerson, of Salford, and 
to the poor of Worsley, Barton, Clifton, Pendlebury, Pendleton, Astley, and Leigh, and 
also to the poor of Manchester, Salford, and Bolton-in -the- Moors. He appointed Roger, 
his son, and his brother-in-law, John Browne, his executors and the guardians of his 
children, James and Mary, during their minority. 

' I have not been able to identify this Mr. Daniel Hopwood. His name docs not 
occur in any Hopwood pedigree which I have consulted, and I have not found his will 
either at London or Chester. 

^ At the Courts held 5th October, 1620, and loth April, 1627, Edward Shepherd is 
mentioned as having married Margaret, daughter of Thomas and Jane W^inter. (See 
vol. iij., pp. 29 and 128.)

The Jury doth finde that George Thorpe hath made an encroachm* 
vpon the land of the heires of John Radclyffe^ late of Manchest' 
Gentleman in buildinge an outshaue' vpon the land of the said 
heires of John Radclyfe the Jury doth therefore Order the afores** 
George Thorpe to pull downe the said outshaue' att or before the 
Twenty fifth of December next ensueinge vpon the penaltie of fiue 
pounds. 

The Jury of this p'sent Leet doth order that the two former 
orders made concerneinge the Poores stocke of this Burrough of 
Manchester the one order made the Ninth of October 1655' and the 
other made the seaventh of Aprill 1657* be still continued and that 
the said orders be further psecuted by the Burroreeue, Two Con- 
stables Churchwarden and overseer for the Poore dwellinge in this 
Towne for this p'sent yeare, soe as the said orders may be fully 
obserued & accomplished, And whereas the sume of ffourtie pounds 
is disbursed vpon the purchase of foure bayes of the Colledge barne 
beinge in pursueance of the former orders The Jury doe order that 
the remaineinge money amountinge to the suine of ffiue hundred 
thirtie fiue pounds Nineteene shillings be with all speed laid forth in 
the purchase of lands for the vses in the aforesaid orders menconed 
And whereas Richard Radclyffe* Esq' is since the time of the said 
orders deceased, wee order that new securities be taken or land to 
be purchased in the name of Thomas Minshall and James Lanca- 
shire Gent together with those persons named in the said orders. 

Whereas there were former orders made impoweringe the Con- 
stables of this Towne to take care to defend the priveledge of this

^ Richard Radcliffe, of Manchester, Esq., was returned as son and heir of William 
RadclifTe, of Manchester, Esq., deceased, at the Court held 19th October, 1647, the latter 
having died in 1645. (^^ P- 4*) ^^ ^^ baptised at the Collegiate Church, Man- 
chester, 30th August, 1607, and married, about 1636, Millicent, daughter of Sir John Gell, 
of Hopton, CO. Derby, Bart, by whom he had issue four sons and five daughters. He 
took up arms on behalf of the Parliament, during the Civil War, and was known as 
Captain and subsequently Major Radcliffe. On the 12th August, 1656, he was elected 
Member of Parliament for the town and parish of Manchester. (See p. 159.) He died 
in July, 1657, and was buried at the Collegiate Church. His son and heir, William 
Radcliffe, was then under age, having been baptised at Manchester, 9th March, 1636-7. 
{Stt postea, 9th October, 1660) I have not found the will of Richard Radcliffe, Esq., 
either at London or at Chester.

This Jury doe order the p'sent Constables to take care to defend 
this Towne against any fine or fines which haue beene or shall be this 
p'sent yeare imposed vpon the Towne concerneinge a way leadeinge 
to Collyhurst and that therein they doe obserue the former orders 
made in this busines. 

This Jurie vpon veiw doe finde that there is a gutter vpon the 
house of Richard Haworth Esq' att the Smithy doore wherein M" 
Holbrooke doth now dwell : which doth much damage to the poores 
land beinge the house wherein John Maddocke and others dwell 
The Jurie doe order the said Richard Haworth shall soe repaire the 
said gutter or alter it and soe make it as that it may be noe anoyance 
or damage to the said house of the poore Lands and that he cause 
the same to be done before the twentieth of November next vpon 
paine of twentie shillings. 

This Jury doth order that M' William Byrom Burroreeue for 
this yeare to come shall cause to be entred a breviate in the townes 
booke faire written all the deeds of the poores land (by way of 
Inventorie) and of all the other writeings that are in the Townes 
Chest which shall be deliuered vnto him. 

This Jury doe order that the Burroreeue shall cause to be entred 
in the Townes booke faire written a coppie of the Charter of this 
towne in the English tonge.* 

This Jury doth order that Katharine Powell or any pson who 
doth or shall Hue in the late house of Edward Cheetham att the 
signe of the Beare & Dogge' att Salford bridge end shall constantly 
make and keepe cleane the stone staires att the bridge end goeinge 
downe to Irkwell, (or Salford water) & that a doore be sett att the 
heade of the said staires with a locke and key which doore shall be 
kept locked in the night and sett open in the morneinge by the 
occupants of the sd house.

This Jury doe p'sent S' Edward Mosley the Lord of this Leet 
for that he hath suffred his house att the end of the hanging ditch 
to fall and doth not repaire & build vpp the same, and doe likewise 
p'sent William Hulme* of Broadstone gent for sufferinge his house 
in the Toadlane & M' Joseph Werden for two houses in the lower 
end of the Millegate all which are fallen downe & not repaired to 

the great defaceinge & damage of the Towne ^ffor M^ Hulme 

its repaired, 

' Edward Johnson's name has occurred frequently in these Records. (See Index to 
vol. iij.) He was Boroughreeve in 1638-9, and one of the two Constables in 1 640-1. He 
was the brother of Henry Johnson, of Manchester, who died in 1637 (see p. 104), and, 
like him, was a mercer in the town. He was twice married, his first wife.being Elizabeth, 
daughter of Edward Tickhill, of Manchester, apothecary (see vol. iij., pp^ 128/1 and 
140 »), to whom he was married at the Collegiate Church on the 30th January, 1626-7, 
and by whom he bad issue. His second wife was also named Elizabeth, the widow of 
Thomas Lancashire, of Manchester, clothier, who died in 1651. (See p. 61.) His death 
occurred in 1654, but has not previously been recorded. His will, dated 3rd April, 1654, 
was proved at London 26th September, 1654. He desired to be buried in the Collegiate 
Church, in the upper end of the south aisle, "as near as possible to the place where 
Elizabeth, my [first] wife lies buried." He refers to the marriage settlement of hb second 
wife, and the sum of £tOQ she was to receive in lieu of dower, and mentions his sons, 
Edward and Richard Johnson, and his daughter Elizabeth. To John Johnson, his son 
and heir, he bequeathes ;f 5, and to his loving friends and kinsfolk, John Hartley, the 
elder, of Strangwaies, and Alice, his wife, Edward Holbrooke, of Manchester, Esq., and 
Mary, his wife, and to his loving friends, Mr. Heyrick and Mr. HoUin worth, preachers of 
God's word at Manchester, 4O8. each, to buy them gold **i« memoriam " rings. To his 
loving friends, John Hartley, junior, of Strangwaies, and Ellen, his wife, and to George 
Peake, 30s. each to buy them similar rings. To hb brother, Robert Johnson, 30s. a year 
for his life, and to his cousin [1,^., his nephew], Hamnett Johnson, 20s., and to his 
nephews, Thomas and John Johnson, sons of his late deceased brother, Henry Johnson, 
and to his cousin [;.^., his nephew by marriage]. Master Richard Mynshull, of Chester, 
and Katherine, his wife, daughter of his said late brother, and to his loving friend, Mr. 
John Lightbowne, 40s. each to buy gold in memoriam rings. To Lieutenant-Colonel 
Roseworme j^^io, if he give to the executors such security that nothing more shall be 
demanded, concerning an obligation made by the testator to him. [Mr. Edward Johnson 
was one of the leading citizens of Manchester, who guaranteed Col Roseworm a fixed 
amount for bis services, and which sums he complains so bitterly he could not get paid. ] 
To his son Edward one of his least silver " kannets," and other plate, the remainder of 
hb plate to go to his three children, John, Richard, and Elizabeth. To the poor of 
Manchester ;£'2a His eldest son, John, to have all his lands, &c., charged with £2Q 
per annum payable to hb younger son, Edward. He appoints Mr. Edward Holbrooke 
and Mr. Arthur Bulkley, of Manchester, woollen draper, his executors, and gave them 
the tuition of hb children. He leaves 40s. to his cousin Elizabeth, the wife of Arthur 
Bulkley, and appoints John Hartley, the elder, Mr. John Owen, of London, Mr. John 
Lightbowne, Mr. James Lightbowne, of Manchester, woollen draper, and Mr. Richard 
Meare, overseers of his will. 

* Mr. William Hulme, of Hulme, and Mr. William Hulme, of Broadstone, were one 
and the same individual. Hulme Hall, in Reddbh, was then, as now, known by the 
name of Broadstone Hall. (See vol. iij., p> 265.)

This Jury doth order that M' Michaell Buxton late Burrowreeue 
for the last yeare shall forthwith deliS the Townes Chest with all the 
Townes writeings & bonds taken by him the last yeare & his accounts 
vnto M' William Byrom Burrowreeue for this yeare to come, And 
the Constables for this yeare with a scedule of all the said writeings 
and that M' James Lancashire M' William Page M' Thurstan Dig^les 
M' James Johnson M' Raph Poole M' Roger Barlowe be p'sent att 
the deliuery thereof & wittnes the said schedule obserued. 

This Jury doth order that whereas there is a ditch lately made 
betwixt the land of M' John Hartley & M' John Johnson in a high 
way which hath soe straitned the way that it is scarce passable & is 
anoyance to the Inhabitants it is therefore ordered by the said Jury 
that the aforesaid ditch be filled vpp by M' John Hartley before the 
20*^ of Novemb' next vpon paine of tenn shillings. 

This Jury doth order that all former orders made for the good 
of this towne shall be obserued & kept 

The Jury doth order that all Cellors not beinge sufficiently 
covered or railed accordinge to former orders by this Court shall 
make sufficient fence before the last of Novemb' next vpon paine of 
six shillings Eight pence a peece. 

Whereas alsoe wee finde that the former Jury did 
order Henry Wrigley Esq' to make vp his fence suffi- 
ciently in the Milgate betwixt his dunghill & the street \ 20" 
vpon paine of 20* and that order not beinge performed 
this p'sent Jury dolh Amerce him in the suine of ...

translated out of the Origenall by order of the Co** Leet 

Mich 1657. 

V^IIr they that be present and to come shall know that I Thomas 
Grelle haue given granted, and by this my present Charter haue 
confirmed to all my Burgesses of Manchester ZTbflt is to say that 
all the Burgesses shall pay of every Burgage twelue pence by yeare 
for all service and if the Burgreaue' Governour or Ruler of the said 
Towne, sumon any Burgesse of any plaint, and he soe sumoned 
come not, nor none for him att the day within the Laughmott,' he 
shall forfett to the said Lord twelue pence, and the said Lord shall 
haue his accon vpon him in the Portmott,* if any Burges doe sue any 

^ The original charter, of which the translation is here given, is in the possession of 
the Corporation, and a reduced photograph of it was given as a frontispiece to Mr. 
Harland's Mamccestre^ printed by the Chetham Society in 1S61. The original charter 
measures about 14 inches in width by 9)^ inches in length from top to bottom. The seal 
is of dark green wax, and bears the letters, S : R : GRELLE : SECRET, the secret seal 
of R. Grelle. The translation here given is the first that was made, and it has been 
several times copied. It appears in Whitaker*s History of Manchester^ 1775 (4to edition, 
Book n., pp. 581-86) ; in Dr. Aikin's Description of Forty Miles round Manchester, 1793 
(PP* 591-97)1 where Whitaker's corrections, &c., are followed, and it is by mbtake 
ascribed to him; and in Baines's History of Lancashire, first edition (vol ij., p. 175). 
Whitaker states that '* the original charter was secretly taken out of the Boroughreeves' 
chedt about forty years ago and destroyed," but that he had fortunately found a trans- 
lation in "an old Borough-reeve's book of accounts, kept by Mr. William Byrom, 
Boroughreeve in 1657,'* which had been given him by '' his descendant the late Edward 
Byrom Esq." He adds in a note that it appears that Mr. Heawood received a fee of 
los. 6d. for this translation. A few years later, in 1787, the original charter, which had 
in the meantime been found, together with other records, was sent by a Committee of 
Manchester gentlemen to Mr. Whitaker to be translated for legal purposes, in connection 
with some trials about the tolb of the town. Mr. Whitaker's translation was printed in 
a thin pamphlet in 1838, entitled, ** The Charter of Manchester TrcutslcUed: with Ex- 
p/anatiofts and /^ef/tarks, by tht Rev. John Whitaker, 1787. Manchester, 1838." Dr. 
Hibbert-Ware, in the fourth volume of his History of the Manchester FoundcUions, 1848 
(pp. 70-76), printed a copy of this charter and a translation, with numerous notes, &c, 
and it is also referred to at some length by Messrs. Merewether and Stephens in their 
well-known History of Boroughs atid Municipal Corporations, 1835 (^^^- j*» PP- 54^"45)' 
Mr. John Harland in his Mamecestre, published by the Chetham Society in 1861, printed 
a copy of this charter in the original Latin, as had been previously done by Dr. Aikin 
(pp. 585-91), and by Mr. Whatton, in his Observaiions on the Armorial Bearing of the 
Toion of Matuhester, privately printed, 1824 (pp. 28-32). Mr. Harland supplied a 
careful translation, enriched with numerous elaborate notes, in which the errors and mis- 
readings of his predecessors are discussed and corrected. Mr. Heawood's translation 
has several misreadings, which are referred to in the following notes.

> Since the last meeting of the Court the death of Sir Edward Mosley, Bart., 
lord of the Manor of Manchester, had occurred, and merits notice here. On the death 
of his lather, Rowland Mosley, of Hough End, Esq., in March, 1616-17 (see vol. ij., 
p. 3x8 If), he was only a few months old, having been baptized at Didsbury in September, 
161 6. His mother, Anne (the daughter of Francis Sutton, Esq., and sbter and co-heir 
of Richard Sutton, of Sutton, near Macclesfield, Esq.), having purchased his wardship 
and marriage from the King by deed dated 9th June, 1617, had charge of his estates, 
and seems to have attended to them very carefully. (See vol. iij., p. 168 n.) He 
married on the 15th November, 1636, Mary, daughter of Sir Gervase Cutler, Knt., of 
Stainborongh Hall, co. York, and heiress to her mother of lands in co. Derby, &c, by 
whom he had an only son and heir, Edward, and two daughters, Anne, who died 
nnmarried in 1659, and Mary, who married Joseph Maynard, of Ealing, co. Middlesex, 
Esq., son and heir of Sir John Maynard, Serjeant-at-law. He was created a Baronet 
20th July, 1640. He inherited the manors of Manchester, Withington, Heaton Norris, 
the capital messuage called Alport Lodge, and certain messuages, lands, &c., in With- 
ington, and in Kersley, Prestowe, and Famworth from his father, and on the death of 
his uncle. Sir Edward Mosley, of Rolleston, Knt, about the year 1638, he succeeded 
to that estate and lived there. He espoused the Royalist cause on the outbreak of the 
Civil War, and is credited with having spent a very large sum of money on behalf of the 
King. During the siege of Manchester, his house, called Alport Lodge, was burnt to 
the ground, and his estates were subsequently sequestrated, and he had to pay a fine of 
one-tenth of their value, amounting to ;£'4»874. He was buried at Didsbury 4th 
December, 1657, leaving his only son and heir, Edward, a minor, about 18 years of age. 
He became the second Baronet, and died without issue in 1665. {Ste posfea»)

The Andertons of Lostock 
held lands in the manor of Manchester, and the death of Christopher Anderton, Esq., in 
1593, is referred to in these Records. (See vol. ij. , p. 64. ) He was succeeded by his son, 
James Anderton, Esq., who died without issue in 1613 (see vol. ij., p. 284), leaving his 
brother, Christopher Anderton, Esq., his heir. The latter is said to have died in 161 9, 
and was succeeded by his son of the same name. This Christopher Anderton, Esq., 
died in 1650, leaving a son and heir, Francis Anderton, Esq. , who is the person mentioned 
in the text He was created a Baronet in 1677, ^^^ ^^'^^ the following year, aged 
about 50. 

* The John Culcheth, of Culcheth, Esq., who succeeded his father of the same 
names in 1625, and who is mentioned as his son and heir at the Court held loth October, 
1626 (see voL iij., p. 122), died at Culcheth on the 17th July, 164a His will, dated 
nth July, was proved at Chester 12th October, 1640. His Inquisition part marUm was 
taken at Preston on the 12th October, 1641, when it was found that he had died seised 
inter alia of 2 messuages, 16 acres of land, 4 acres of meadow, and 2 acres of pasture, with 
their appurtenances, in Manchester, held of Sir Edward Mosley, Bart., as of his manor 
of Manchester, in socage. John Culcheth, his son and heir, was aged 15 years on the 
8th January last past. This John Culcheth is stated, in Dugdale*s Visitation of Lanca- 
shire, taken in 1664, to have " died of his wounds, received in the fight in the late wars, 
fighting on the King's part."

> From a subsequent entry (see p. 261) it appears that the names of the feoffees in 
trust for Mr. John Griffin's children were Robert Hammond, Christopher Keeley, Thomas 
Griffin, and John Chorlton. Mr. John Griffin, of Manchester, gentleman, was married 
before 1630 to Mary, the only daughter of Henry Keeley, of Manchester, chapman, 
%vhose death was announced at the Court held 13th October, 164a (See vol. iij., p. 329, 
where an account of him is given.) He had a son and heir, Thomas Keeley, who 
married Elizabeth, one of the daughters of the Rev. William Bourne, B.D., but who 
died without issue before 1647. By his death his sister, Mary Griffin, became her father's 
heir, and succeeded to all his property in Manchester. Mr. John Griffin was dead before 
the loth November, 1647, when his widow entered into a marriage settlement with 
Nicholas Hawett, of Manchester, mercer, whom she shortly afterwards married. In this 
marriage settlement it was agreed that he should pay the sum of £^^po each to Mary, 
Anne, Sarah, Rebecca, and Ester Griffin, the daughters of the said John Griffin, when 
they attained the age of 21 years, and the messuages and lands of the said Mary Griffin 
in Manchester and Salford were then settled on him for life, with remainder to his heirs. 
ISIr. Hawett subsequently appears to have got into difficulties, and these premises had to 
be sold.

The following account of the festivities which took place in 
Manchester on the day of the Coronation of King Charles II., 
23rd April, 1 661, is not only extremely valuable by itself, as giving 
a very graphic picture of the times and of the then small town 
of Manchester, but a special interest attaches to it in connection 
with these Court Leet Records, as it was written by Mr. William 
Heawood, the Steward of the Court Leet It is in the form of a 
letter to a relation, probably living in London, and is dated from 
Manchester, May 7th, 1661. It was printed at the time in a thin 
quarto pamphlet of eight pages, which is now of the greatest 
rarity. There is a copy in the Chetham Library, which is here 
very carefully reprinted.

Hitherto I perceive the actings of your Friends in this

[be] perswaded of it, be pleased to accept of this accompt from a

sufferer for his late Majestie, Captaine of the Auxilliaries raised in 
the Towne for the defence of his Majesties most Royal Person and 
Prerogative, did march into the same Field with his Company, con- 
sisting of above two hundred and twentie men, most of then) being 
of the better sort of this place, and bearing their own Armes, in great 
gallantrie and rich Scarffes, expressing themselves with many great 
acclamations of joy and freeness to serve his Majestie : The Ensigne 
for the Auxilliaries was blew and white ; and in the middle a very 
rich Crown of Gold on both sides, with this mottoe under written, 
Vincit qui Patitur: carried by M' William Byrom^ of this Town, 

^ Major John Byrom was the third son of Adam Byrom, of Salford, Esq., who died 
at Chester 30th January, 1644-5, (ct 58. His two elder brothers, Adam Byrom and 
Ralph Byrom, B. D. , were both at this time dead, without issue, the former hax'ing died 
in January, 1641-2, and the latter in April, 165 1, so that he was at this time the repre- 
sentative of that old local family and the possessor of the family estates. He was baptized 
at the Collegiate Church 5th September, i6i9,and married Mary, daughter of Sir William 
Radcliffe, of Foxdenton, co. Lane, Knt., by whom he had issue. He was buried in the 
Derby Chapel, in the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the nth March, 1677-8, and is 
described in the register as '< Major John Byrom of Salford." He took up arms on the 
Royalist side during the Civil War, and held the rank of Sergeant- Major in the regiment 
of Lancashire Militia, commanded by Colonel Roger NoweU. His estates were seques- 
trated in 1646, and he was fined for his ''delinquency " in the sum of ;£'20i i6s. 6d. 

' "The Field" here referred to was most probably the Acres Field, where the 
present St. Ann*s Square is, and which was then open and unbuilt upon. 

^ Nicholas Mosley, Esq., was the son and heir of Oswald Mosley, of Ancoats, Esq., 
who was buried at Manchester nth November, 1630. (See vol. iij., p. 197.) He was 
baptized at the Collegiate Church 26th December, 161 1, and was buried there the 
28th October, 1672. He married Jane, daughter of John Lever, of Alkrington, Esq., 
by whom he had issue, and who survived him till 1707. At the outbreak of the Cixil War 
he took up arms on the Royalist side, and his estates were confiscated and he was heaxily 
fined for his delinquency. In 1653 he wrote and published a book entitled, " Psucho- 
Sophia : or Natural and Divine Contemplations of the Passions and Faculties of the Soul 
of Man," divided into three books. 

* Mr. William Byrom was the then representative of the family of Byrom, of Man- 
chester. He was the son and heir of Edward Byrom, of Manchester, gentleman, who 
was buried at the Collegiate Church 28th June, 1655. ^^ ^^ baptized at Manchester 
in 1 6 16, and was married at the Collegiate Church 7th April, 1640, to Rebecca, daughter 
of Captain John Beswicke, of Failsworth, by whom he had issue. He was buried at 
Manchester 24th December, 1665, aged 48 years. His leanings appear to have been 
towards the side of the Parliament His name occurs as one of those who promoted the 
election of Mr. Richard Radclifie as M.P. for Manchester, in 1656 (see p. 159), and he 
was elected Boroughreeve of the town on 6th October, 1657. (See p. 198.) 
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and at whose charge the said Ensigne was wholly made. In their 
marching off the Field, and so to the Church, Major Byronis Company 
had the Van ; and before Captain Mosky*s Company marched in 
honour of the day fourtie young Boyes about the age of seven 
years, all cloathed in white Stuffe, Plumes of Feathers in their Hatts, 
blew Scarffes, armed with little Swords hanging in black Belts, and 
short Pikes shouldred ; and in the Rear of the said Captains Com- 
panie, another Company of elder Boyes about twelve years of age, 
with Musquets and Pikes, Drums beating, and Colours flying marched 
in order; all which being decently drawn up in the Church-yard, 
laid down their Armes, and so passed into the Church to hear the 
Sermon prepared for that day, at which time there was such a con- 
course of people, who civilly and soberly demeaned themselves all 
the whole day, the like never seen in this, nor the like place. The 
Reverend Ricliard Heyricke^ Warden of this Colledge, made an 
Orthodox Sermon upon these words, 2 Kings ^ 11. chap. 12. vers. 
Then he brought out the Kings Son^ and put the Croivn upon hint, and 
gave him tJie testimony ^ and they made him King^ and anointed him^ and 
they clapt ttieir hands, and said, God save the KING, which Sermon 
is now in Press.* After Sermon from the Church marched in their 
order the Burroughreeue, Constables,* and the rest of the Burgesses 



^ Mr. Richard Heyrick, B.D., was the well known Warden of Manchester, to which 
post he was appointed in 1636. He was deprived of his Wardenship about 1646, but 
continued to reside at Manchester, and in 1660 he was reinstated into his old office. 
During most of that time he was simply described as ''Preacher of the Word of 
God." 

* The Sermon preached on this occasion was afterwards published with the following 
title page : — ** A Sermon preached at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on Tuesday the 
zy^ cf April 1 661, being the Coronation Day of his Royal Majesty, Charles II. By 
Richard Heyrick, Warden of the said Colledge. London : Printed for Ralph Shelmerdine, 
Bookseller in Manchester, 1661." This sermon is of very great rarity. The late 
Dr. Hibbert-Ware, when engaged upon his History of the Foundations in Manchesttr^ 
could only find one copy, which was in the British Museum. Of this he had a transcript 
made, and has printed the greater part of it in the first volume of the above named 
History, pp. 350-361. There is at the present time no copy of this sermon to be found 
in the Chetham Library, Manchester, nor in the Free Library in that city, in spite of the 
great attention paid to local books for some years pa&t. The Epistle prefixed to this 
Sermon was addressed "to the Reverend Richard Heyrick, Warden of Christs Colledge 
in Manchester,'* and was signed by the following persons: — "John Byrom, Major of the 
Trained Band, John Cawiiey, Lieut[enant], Hugh Johnson, Ensign, Nicholas Mosley, 
Captain of the Auxiliaries, William Heawood, Lieut[enant], and William Byrom, Ensign." 
Dr. Hibbert-Ware suggests that it was probably printed without Mr. Heyrick's authority, 
" nor is it improbable that its circulation was afterwards suppressed as it is the scarcest of 
all the Manchester pamphlets which have ever yet been published." He adds very 
pathetically, " A copy was once in my possession ; but having gone from my hands on 
the representation that it might assist a late eminent writer in drawing up a history of 
the civil wars in Lancashire it disappeared for ever." 

3 The Boroughreeve at this time was Mr. Robert Hill, and the two Constables 
Mr. Thomas MinshuU and Mr. Ralph Poole.

of this Town not then in Armes, accompanied with S>\x Ralph Ashion^ 
Kt and Bar. and divers neighbouring Gentlemen of quality, together 
with the said Warden, Fellows of the said Colledg, and divers other 
Ministers, with the Town-Musick playing before them UF>on loud 
Instruments through the Streets to the Cross, and so forwards to the 
Conduit, Officers and Souldiers in their orders ; the Gentlemen and 
Officers drunck his Majesties health in Claret running forth at three 
streames of the said Conduit, which was answered from the Souldier>- 
by a great volley of shot, and many great shouts saying, God save 
the King: which being ended, the Gentry and Ministers went to 
Dinner, attended with the Officers and Musick of the Town ; the 
Auxilliaries dineing at the same place ; during the time of dinner, 
and until after Sun-set, the said Conduit did run with pure Claret, 
which was freely drunke by all that could, for the croud come near 
the same : after an houre, or something more spent in dinner, the 
drums did beat, and the Souldiers marched into the Field again, 
giving three great vollies and shouts, makeing the Country therewith 
to Eccho; and from thence through several streets, bringing the said 
Major Byrom to his own house, where making an halt, the Major 
began his Majesties health in Sack to the Officers, the Souldiers 
standing in Rankes and Files likewise drank the same, and Ecchoed 
it forth with several vollies and acclamations of joy : so from the 
Major s house marched round about Salfordy fireing and shouting 
all along; and again at the door of the Majors Ensigns house 
another halt was made, and the Companies were drawne round in 
single File in the street, there freely entertained with Sack and 
Claret, returning of thanks with vollies of shot and great shouts ; 
marched back into this Town, and after some few vollies and shouts, 
were taken up with raine; Bonefires being in every street, and 
thereby prevented from marching; the Bells continued ringing night 
and day; some fire-works runing upon cords the length of one 
hundred yards, and so backwards, with crackers in the ayre, which 
sport continued till almost midnight, but spectators much dis- 
appointed by the raine, all the day being very clear and glorious, 
Bonefires burning above a week. 

*' Unto which suffer me to adde these ensuing lines. That after 
Captain Mosky had received intelligence of the joyful, glorious, & 
prosperous carrying on of the day at LondoUy without prejudice in 
that great concourse, being honored with the brightness of the Sun, 
unto which day the heavens gave testimony of their assent, did upon 



' Sir Ralph Ashton, of Middleton, Knt. and Bart., was at this time about 35 years 
of age* having been baptised at Middleton 9th July, 1626. He married Anne, the eldest 
daughter of Sir Ralph Ashton, of Whalley, co. Lane, Bart, by whom he had issue. He 
was created a Baronet in 1660, and died 23rd April, 1665, and was buried at Middleton. 
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the I. of May march his Company into the Field, and there in the 
middle of them, being drawn round, made a learned Speech, declar- 
ing the goodness of God to this Nation in the happy restoring of his 
Majesty to his just Right and Priviledg, beyond all the expectation of 
man^ useing arguments of obedience, and grounds of thanks for his 
Majesties preservation, and praying for his Majesties long and happie 
Reign over these Nations^ all the people cryed God save the King^ 
his Speech was long, only I say he made a Speech ; this ended, the 
Company as before with the young Boyes marched into the Town, 
and were civilly entertained by Dr. Haworth^ and others of their 
march, and being drawn up at the Cross and thereabout, all bare- 
headed drunk his Majesties health in Sack and Claret, at the charge 
of M'' Halliivel^ giving a volley and shout, marched through several 
streets, still fireing and rejoycing until evening, then lodg'd their 
Colours, discharging the Company until the 29. of May instant, 
being his Majesties birth-day, and the day of his glorious returne to 
Whitehall, which is intended here with thankfulness, and all manner 
of rejoycing to be observed. It is desired that this should be printed, 
& though it come later, yet it is not inferior to many greater places. 
I could not give a true Narrative in fewer lines, and therefore be 
pleased to excuse the prolixity, and great trouble you are put unto, 
occasioned by your reall Friends, and subscribed by

' Dr. Howorth was Theophilus Howorth, M. D. , a younger son of Edmund Howorth, 
of Howorth, Esq. He was baptized at Rochdale 2nd January, 161 3-14, and was educated 
at Magdalen College, Cambridge. He married Mary, daughter of Henry Ashhurst, of 
Ashhurst, co. Lane, Esq., by whom he had two children, Henry and Elizabeth, living 
in 1664. He resided in Manchester and practised there, and took an active part in public 
affairs. He died 9th April, and was buried at Manchester 12th April, 1 671, in the 57th 
year of his age. 

• " M' Halliwell " was probably Mr. Richard Halliwell, who kept the largest inn 
in the town at this time. His name frequently occurs in these Records, as have those of 
his father and grandfather of the same name. (See vol iij., p. 287.) 

• Henry Newcome gives the following short epitome of this day's proceedings in his 
Autobiography (printed by the Chetham Society, 1852), p. 301 :— "Tuesday April 23«> 
[1661] They got up early this day to get ready for the solemnity of this day. We went 
to church about ten. M' Heyricke preached on 2 Kings, xi. 12 ; a very seasonable text 
and sermon for the coronation. There was a very great appearance. Wine running at 
[the] conduit We dined at M' Halliweirs ; and after we were in the Parsonage and at 
M' Greene's. Al night, there were fire-works, &c."

' Mrs. [Isabel] Mosley was the widow of Rowland Mosley, of Manchester, gentle- 
man, the youngest son of Oswald Mosley, of the Garret, gent. Her maiden name was 
Isabel Dodge, and she was married at the Collegiate Church, Manchester, on the 6th 
April, 1 61 8. She was buried there in May, 1674, and her will, dated 4th May, 1674, 
was proved at Chester on the 20th June in that year. 

^ This is the first time " The Nook*' has been mentioned. In Mrs. Isabel Mosley 's 
will, dated 4th May, 1674, she devises " the house, burgage, tenement and lands wherein 
I now dwell, commonly called the Nooke, situate in Manchester " to her grandson 
William Plungen. (See postea^ 13th April, 1675.) '^^^ building is also referred to in an 
indenture dated 14th August, 1684, as "a messuage called the Nook House, heretofore 
in the occupation of Rowland Mosley, deceased and since of Isabel Mosley, widow and 
then of Peter Tickle." Nearly 100 years later in a deed dated 15th July, 1774, there is 
reference to a " messuage in Blue Boar Court near the Market Place and adjoining a 
mansion house, heretofore called the Nook House formerly in the possession of Peter 
Tickle " &c (Raine's MSS. xxij. , p. 463,) This serves to fix the situation of the Nook

' It is most probable that John Hartley, Esq., was called upon to do suit and service 
for the lands in Manchester, Strangeways,&c., which had come to him through his wife, 
Ellen, the only daughter and heiress of another John Hartley, of Strangeways, Esq. , 
who died in 1655. The latter is the John Hartley whose name has so frequently 
occurred in these pages. (See vol. iij. and this volume.) He was the second son of 
Nicholas Hartley, of Manchester, woollen draper, whose death was announced at the Court 
held 1 2th April, i6ia (See vol. ij., p. 251, where an account of him will be found.) 
Nicholas Hartley was succeeded by his son and heir, Richard Hartley, then under age, 
who was buried at Manchester 19th March, i6i9-2a (See vol. iij., p. 36.) Although 
married, he had no issue, and was therefore succeeded by his brother, John Hartley, Esq., 
who subsequently purchased Strangeways Hall, and lived there. He was twice married. 
By his first wife, Alice, daughter of John Bradshaw, of Bradshaw, co. Lane. , Esq. , who 
was buried at the Collegiate Church on the 2nd May, 1 631, he had an only daughter and 
heir, Ellen Hartley, who was married on the 17th April, 1650, to John Hartley, the son 
of Ralph Hartley, citizen of London. By his second wife, also named Alice, who sur- 
vived him, and was buried at Manchester 23rd May, 1658, he had three children, John, 
Alice, and Elizabeth, who all died young. His will, dated 1st May, 1655, ^^^ proved 
at London on the 26th November in that year. He desired to be buried "within my 
Chappell in the parish Church of Manchester." After deducting his funeral expenses, 
debts, &C., he desired that the one half of his goods should be given to Ellen Hartley, 
his daughter, and out of the other part he gave to Alice, his wife, the sum of ;£''<^ ^^'^^

* Mr. Humphrey Marler was the second son of John Marler, of Manchciter, who was 
buried at the Collegiate Church 27th May, 165 1. It is not clear for what lands he had 
to do suit and service, unless it was for the lands mentioned at the next Court which he 
had purchased from his elder brother, James. (See p. 298. ) 

* Mr. John Moxon purchased a messuage in St Mary's Gate of Mr. John Jenkinson, 
as stated at the Court held 7th October, 1656} when he appeared and was sworn, as 
stated in the text. (See p. 168.) 

* Mr. Samuel HoUinworth was, I think, the son or nephew of Mr. Richard HoUin- 
worth, one of the FeUows of the CoUegiate Church, whose name has occa«onaUy 
occurred in the notes to these Records. (See vol iij. and this volume.) He died m or 
before 1656, but I have not met with his wiU either at London or Chester, although the 
lact of his having made one is referred to in a document dated 24th March, 1656-7. 

^ Mr. George Chetham, of Nuthurst, was one of the younger sons of Thomas 
Chetham of Nuthurst, Esq., who died in 1657, and he probably owed suit and service 
for some lands formerly his father's. At the Court held 5th October, 161 5, it was 
returned that Thomas Chetham was son and heir of James Chetham, of Nuthurst, gent., 
and was then under age. (See vol ij. , p. 305, where an account of the latter wiU be 
found.) He came of age before the 7th October, 1619. (See vol. iij., p. 19.) He 
was twice married, his first wife being Mary, daughter of Francis Forrester, of Watling 
Street, co. Salop, the licence for which marriage is dated 27th December, 161 7. She 
was buried at the CoUegiate Church on the 29th March, 1625, leaving issue. His second 
wife was Susan, daughter of Sir William Davenport, of Bramhall, Knt, whom he 
married at Bramhall 29th April, 1634, and by whom he had issue. She survived him, 
and was buried at Manchester 25th February, 1679-S0. He was buried at the CoUe- 
giate Church 7th November, 1657. In his will dated 2nd November, 1657, he mentions 
his younger sons, George, John, and WUliam Chetham, and his daughters, Mary 
Chadwick, and Dorothy, Margaret, and Susan Chetham. Mary, his daughter, was the 
wife of Jonathan Chadwick, of Chadwick, M.D., who, together with James Holland, of 
Hulme Hall, gentleman, were appointed trustees and executors. The testator also 
mentions his wife Susan.

* *< William Bell, clerk,'* was the only son and heir of Mr. William Bell, of Manchester 
and Ashton-under-Lyne, whose death was announced at the Court held 14th October, 
1634. (See vol iij., pp. 217-18, where a long note about him is giveiu) William Bell, 
the son, married about the year 1632 Anne, the daughter of Robert Hyde, of Denton, Esq., 
by whom he had four children, William, Mary, Anne, and Esther Bell, living in 164a 
The two elder daughters, Mary and Anne, were both living at the date of their grand- 
father's will, 1st March, 1633-4, and he devised certain property in Manchester to each of 
them. Anne Bell having now married, her husband, Mr. Samuel Somersall, of Mansfield, 
CO. Nottingham, had to do his suit and service for that property. At thb time the 
Rev. William Bell, who was a Master of Arts, was Vicar of Huyton, near Liverpool, a 
living he was holding in 1646, and from which he was ejected in 1662.

> This is the first list of the inhabitants of the town of Manchester which has appeared 
in these Records, and as such it is one of very great interest. With the exception of the 
lists of those who took the "Protestation" in Manchester in February, 1641-2 (which 
appeared in TAe Palatint Note Book in 1881), it is the earliest list of the inhabitants 
which is at present known. It has never, I believe, previously appeared in print, the 
one copied by the late Mr. Harland, and printed by the Chetham Society in 1862, being 
the list of those who took the Oath of Allegiance in 1679, eighteen years later. The 
present list contains 582 names in all, whilst that of 1679 contains about 80a There are 
ten or twelve names quite illegible at the end (see p. 311), and at the Court held in the 
following year, 7th October, 1662, it was ordered that those who had not then taken the 
Oath of Allegiance should attend at the next Court "to doe their suite royall," on pain 
of amerciament.

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THE FIRST MANCHESTER TOWN HALL, r. 1656. 

On page 262, in the proceedings of the Court held 26th April, 
1660, **the Town Hall" is for the first time mentioned in these 
Records. It occurs again later on on pp. 272 and 299. Previously 
to this, the Courts Leet, the Quarter Sessions, and all other meetings 
of the inhabitants were held in the Booths, which Hollinworth, in 
h\s Afancntiiensis, written c, 1650, describes as "a wooden building 
where the Court Leete, Court Baron of the Lord and the Quarter 
Sessions are now kept." (See vol. ij., p. 47, note 2, and vol. iij., p. 24, 
note 4, of these Records.) From an interesting document in the 
possession of the Corporation, which is printed in full, below, it 
would seem as if Sir Edward Mosley, Bart, the then lord of the 
manor of Manchester, had erected a "Town Hall" in the town 
(whether or not on the site of the Booths is doubtful), in or about 
the year 1656. By this deed, which is dated the isth November, 
1656, Mr. Arthur Bulkeley guarantees that the Burgesses and 
Inhabitants of the town might at all times make use of "the 
Chamber in the Town Hall " for the holding of public meetings, in 
spite of any bargain or agreement he had made, or might make, 
with Sir Edward Mosley, for the regular use of the whole building. 

" I Arthur Bulkeley of Manchestr. woollen Drap doe hereby 
"signify and declare that if I doe make any Bargaine or 
" Contract with S' Edward Mosley for y' Chambrs in y* Towne 
" Hall of Manchestr. that I will not at all hind' the Inhabitants 
" of y* Towne from their meetinge in y* Great Chambr. intended 
'* ffor that purpose, But doe hereby pmise undertake & ingage 
"for my selfe and my heirs that they shall haue vppon all 
"occasions ffull and ffree liberty (Notwithstandinge any

" publique Occasions. And ffor y* satisfaction of all y* Burgesses

Bart nor Esq. in the text, it seems most probable that it was not the Baronet of that 
name who was intended, but his cousin, the ancestor of the so-called Sir John Prestwich, 
Bart. 

Page 93, note 7. — Add to this note : — Much information relating to John Prestwich, 
B.D., and a copy of his will, have been printed in "The Old Church and School 
Libraries of Lancashire " (Chetham Society N. S., vol vij, pp. 12-16). 

Page 99 — Delete the last paragraph of the note. The livery of seisin being made to 
Richard Hollinworth, his name necessarily does not appear amongst those of the other 
feoffees. 

Page 115, mU i, second line. — For 1646 read 1645. 

Page 123, line 5 of the first noU, — For Grace, John, and Elizabeth [Clarke], his 
(laughters, read Grace, John, and Elizabeth, his son and daughters. 

Page 136, line 4 from the top. — For Edward Farr read Edward Tarr. 

Page 152.— One of the deeds referring to the purchase of two messuages by Michael 
Buxton from Mr. John Lomax, of Chetham Hill, the father, and Mr. Richard Lomax, 
the son, the one messuage being in Marketsteadlane, and the other in Deansgate, has 
recently come to my notice, and is printed below. This document shows that his pur- 
chase deed was dated 25th February, 1655-6, and that the premises then sold were those 
purchased by Richard Lomax, of Manchester, clothier, 20th September, 1628, from 
William Haughton, clerk. (See vol. iij., p. 148.) I was not able at the time to identify 
this William Haughton, clerk, but from the following deed it appears that he was, in 
1658, resident at Little Pamedon, co. Essex. I know now that he was the son of a 
certain John Haughton (of Liverpool), who was the son of Thomas Haughton, by his 
(Tiiomas*) wife. Cicely Black shawe. This Thomas Haughton was the brother of John 
Haughton, draper, and Humphrey Haughton, clothier, two rich Manchester traders, 
the former of whom died in 1578 (see vol. j., p. 201) and the latter in 1598 (see vol ij., 
p. 142). 

Know all men &c. that we William Haughton of Pamedon olhenvise Litle 
Pamedon co. Essex, Clerk, and Thomas Raymond of Greyes Inne co. Middlesex, 
Esq., are Brmly bound to Richard Lomax of Chetham co. Lane, gentleman, in ;£'520. 
Dated 9 Feb. i657[-8]. 

The condition is such that whereas the above bounden William Haughton did by 
his Indenture dated the 20 Sept 1628, made between the said William Haughton 
on the one part, and Richard Lomax of Manchester co. Lane clothier, on the other 
part, executed by livery and seisin thereon indorsed, for the sum of £260, grant and 
confirm to the said Richard Lomax his heirs and assigns for ever, all those two 
messuages, burgages, and tenements with their appurtenances situate in Manchester 
aforesaid, the one of them in or near a certain street there called the Marketstid 
Lane, theretofore in the occupation if John Haughton late of Liverpool co. Lane, 
gentleman, deceased, and then in the occupation of the said Richard Lomax, And 
the other thereof in or near another street in Manchester aforesaid called the 
Deansgate, then in the occupation of Alice Cotterell, widow. And whereas the said 
Richard Lomax (being seised or supposing himself to be seised of the said messuages 
&c. in fee simple) did make his last will in writing bearing date the 16 Aug. 1649, 
and thereby (among:$t other things) bequeathed all his messuages, lands &c. in 
Manchester or elsewhere, to Elizabeth his then wife, to hold during her widowhood. 
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and in case she should marry again, then only the moiety of the said premises fur 
her life. And after the determination of such estates, he devised all the said 
premises to the above named Richard Loroax (one of the sons of his brother John 
Lomax of Chetham ca Lane.) and the heirs of his body lawfully begotten. 
Remainder to George Lx>max (one other of the sons of his said brother John 
Lomax) and the heirs of his body lawfully begotten, with remainders over as in the 
said will b mentioned. And the said Testator shortly after died, and the said 
Elizabeth is since deceased. And whereas also since the decease of the survivor of 
the said Richard Lomax the brother, and Elizabeth his wife, the said Richard 
Lomax, the son, entered into the said premises. And afterwards the said John 
Lomax, Richard Lomax the son, and George Lomax, by their Indenture dated 
25 Feb. i655[-6], made between the said John Lomax, Richard Lomax the son, and 
George Lomax, on the one part, and Michael Buxton of Manchester aforesaid, 
woollen draper, on the other part, did grant and confirm to the said Michael Buxton, 
his heirs and assigns for ever, aU the said messuages &c. And the said Richard 
Lomax the son afterwards suffered a common recovery at Lancaster for the better 
assuring of the said premises. And whereas George Sawyer Esq. pretendeth and 
claimeth to have a right of inheritance in the said premises, conveyed by the said 
William Haughton to the said Richard Lomax, deceased, under some of the 
Haughtons, and he or some one pretending to be his Lessee, hath commenced an 
action for the same or threatened so to do. If therefore the said Michael Buxton, 
his heirs and assigns for ever, may peaceably hold the said premises, without the 
disturbance or incumbrance of the said William Haughton or George Sawyer or 
their heirs, or any other persons claiming under them, or under John Haughton, 
clerk, deceased, late brother of the said William Haughton, or under Thomas 
Haughton, deceased, (another brother of the same William) or under the aforenamed 
John Haughton of Liverpool, deceased, then this obligation shall be void.

Page 169. — ^The death of Thomas Sandiforth, or Sondiforth, as his name is often 
written, had occurred in 165 1, although it has not previously been noticed in these 
Records. His will, dated at Manchester on the nth June, 165 1, was proved in London 
on the 29th of July in that year by Margaret Sondiforth, his widow. He describes 
himself as ''a yeoman," and mentions Margaret, his wife ; his children, Marie, Elizabeth, 
Dorothie, and John Sondiforth ; his eldest daughter, Ann, the widow of Ralph Davie, 
deceased, and her son, Thomas Davie, then under age ; and his daughter, Isabel, wife of 
George Grimshawe, and her three children, George, Nehemiah, and Elizabeth Grimshawe, 
all then under age. To his friends, Thomas Strangwayes, of Gorton, gentleman, and to 
Mr. Henry Neild, of the Deanesgate, chapman, legacies of 5s. each are bequeathed. He 
also desired that his %vife and his son John should take a new lease for li\'es or years 
from George Leigh, of Barton, Esq., or his heirs, "of my and my ancestors tenement 
near Manchester situate beyond Barlowe Cross in or near the way to the Ancoates." 
He also willed that **my son John shall have one long table with the frame thereof to 
stand in the Hall or Common Roome or other roome of my now dwelling house in the 
Milne Gate in Manchester as an heirloom." To his son, John, he also devised all his 
lands and tenements, together with his tenant right to his tenement at or near Barlowe 
Cross. He appointed his wife, Margaret, sole executrix, and the said Thomas Strang- 
wayes and Henry Neild to be supervisors of his will.
